PHILADEUPHIA, Novy. 13.—The 
ing notice was posted to-day in the office | 
of the. Pennsylvania Railroad Company: 
-“*Taking effect Nov. 1, 1902, an advance 
of 10 per cent. will be made in the wages 
of all employes permanently in the service 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company east 
of Pittsburg, who are now earnings iess 
than $200 per month.” 

This. order will affect about 
and was due to the suggestion of President 
A. J. Cassatt. He announced his plan at 
the regular meeting of the Beard of Direc- 
tors of the railroad on Wednesday. It was 
adopted without discussion, and ordered 
enforced immediately. The Directors had 
not been previously advised of Mr. Cas- 
sitt’s plans, but they gave prompt acqui- 
escence to all that he recommended. 

It is. reliably reported that Mr. Cassatt’s 
statement to the board was about as fol- | 
lows: 

“The country is passing through an un- 
exampled period of prosperity, and, as far 
as the Pennsylvania Railroad is concerned, 
this prosperity is bound to continue for at | 
least two years, if contracts are kept. It 
is time that our employes be given a share 
in this prosperity. All the railroads in the 


United States and all employers of labor 
are contemplating’ an advance in wages. 
The cost of living has increased 20 to 25 
per cent., but wages have not increased ac- 
cordingly. 

“This movemest is bound to come, and 
the Pennsylvania may as well lead as fol- 
low, We have more business offered than 
we can handle, and can’t see our way out 
of that difficulty unless we keep our men 
loyal to the company and help them while 
they help us. I therefore recommend a flat 
increase of 10 per cent. in wages, and ad- 
vise that this announcement be made to the 
employes first and to the public later.’ 

On June 30, 1902, the Pennsylvania had 
in its =mploy in lines east of Pittsburg and 
Erie, 94,885 men. That number has been 
largely increased since that date on ae- 
count of the great congestion of traffic 
along the lines, and it was said at General 
Manager Hutchinson's office to-day that 
the number of men affected by the order 
wenld probably reach 105,000.

We walked along, and finally the stranger 
suggested that we go across the ferry at 
Manhattan Street to see the new park at 
Grantwood. Not having any special place 
to go, we accepted the man’s invitation and 
across the ferry we went. We took a! 
trolley car to the park and walked around 
jor fully half an hour. Two men came along 
while we were sitting on a bench. They | 
sat down also, and svon we were all talk- 
ing. The five of us in a little while left 
the park and strolled toward the woods. 

“As it was a fine duy we sat down on 
a log. and one of the strangers suggested | 
a game of poker. We said we would play, | 
and a game was started on a log. At first | 
my friend and I won, and finally there was 
a big jackpot, with over $200 on the log. 
we were more or less excited. I opened the | 
pot; and at that moment a man stepped | 
from behind a tree. He had a revolver 
and showed a Marshal's badge. ‘All five 
of you are under arrest,’ he said. 

“Before we got over the surprise, the ! 
Marshal scooped the $200 off the log and | 
told. us to march ahead of him. We 
walked ahead of him as he ordered. When | 
we got to the park again he told us to 
stay where we were until he returned, as 
he was going to see if the Justice was at 
home. As.soon as he left, the three strang- 
ers ‘who were with us said they were going 
ta vamoose, and started toward Fort Lee. 
We went to a nearby hotel and told the 
bartender what had happened. He told 
us.to go to Mayor Burns, and we did so. 
Now we look to the police to find the 
‘bogus Marshal.”

BURGLAR WORSTS THREE MEN, 


They Had Gone to the Assistance of a 


Woman, Whose House at Bath 
Beach He Had Entered. 


2ath Beach was the scene last night of 
a murderous assault made by an unknown 
man upon three other men who had gone 
to the defense of a woman who had been 


| left alone in her cottage home at Bath and 


Fifteenth Avenues. One of the woman's 
protectors is dying in the Norwegian Hos- 
pital from a terrific slash across his abdo- 
men made by the unknown, and the others 
were badly hurt. 

The house ‘where the affray occurred is 
that of William R. Gardner, who had not 
yet returned from his business in Manhat- 
tan. Mrs. Gardner says that the stranger, 
whom she describes as being about fifty 
years old. which is also about her own age, 
and having a dark complexion and mustache 
and wearing a dark suit of clothes, black 
derby hat and light overcoat, knocked at 
the door She called through the door, 
“Who's there?’’ but.received no reply. The 
man, she says, then proceeded around the 
house to the kitchen window, which he 


pried open while she watched him, and 
started to climb in. At this she ran out of 
the front door, screaming for help. 
Carl Buckmuller of Bay Eighth Street 
Cropsey Avenue and John McMahon 
and Frank McMahon, brothers, of Bay 
Kighth Street and Bath Avenues, hurried 
to the house. Buckmuller, who was the 
first to reach the cottage, encountered the 
unknown in the doorway. He had a knife 
in his hand and made a lunge at Buck- 
muller, cutting his clothes but not even 
scratching the skin. The intruder then 
knocked Buckmuller down with such force 
that in falling he broke his left arm. 
The McMahons then closed with the 
stranger and Buckmuller, not knowing how 
badly he was hurt, arose and tried to help 
them. It was while the trio were strug- 
gling with the unknown that John Mc- 
Mahon was slashed in the abdomen and the 
doctors found afterward that the knife had 
reached his liver. Almost with the same 
sweep of his arm the intruder slashed him 


} across the left cheek and then ran away, 


making good his escape. 
Dr. E. H. Mayne of Bay Eighteenth 
Street and Bath Avenue, and Dr. Frank 
Dutfy of Bay Sixteenth Street, Bath Beach, 
were the first to reach the wounded men. 
They ordered the removal of John Mc- 
Mahon and Buckmuller to the hospital, 
but Frank McMahon remained at home. 
Mrs. Gardner said that the man, what- 
ever his motives were, was a total stranger

Word of the tragedy was promptly com-

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TRINITY 


The New Realty Combine’s First 
Large Purchase. 


Amount Involved in the Deal Thought 
to be About $1,800,000—A Modern 
Office Building Expected. 


The first large purchase by the recently 
organizéd United States Realty and Con- 
struction Company came to light yesterday 
in the shape of an announcement that that 
corporation, in conjunction with the Law- 
yers’ Title Insurance Company, had ac- 
quired the Trinity Building property at 111 
Broadway. 

Although none of the interested parties 
would give the slightest intimation as to 
the amount involved in the deal, compe- 
tent judges placed the price in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,750,000 or $1,800,000. It is 
known that about six months ago an offer 
of $1,650,000 was refused by the owners of 
the property, and the then negotiators 
have since expressed the opinion that an 
extra $100,000 would probably have brought 
about a sale, 

The Trinity Building plot has frontages of 
40 feet on Broadway and 46.1 feet on 
Trinity Place, its northerly side along 
Thames Street measuring 262.9 feet, and 
its southerly _ side, adjoining Trinity 
Churchyard, 258.7 feet. Its ared is approx- 
imately 11,180 square feet. With a pur- 
chase price of $1,800,000, the rate per square 
foot would be about $161. This figure has 
frequently been exceeded in the realty deal- 
ings of the last few years in that neigh- 


borhood, but it is interesting to note that 
the Boreel Building block, about 15,000 
square feet, just north of the Trinity Build- 
ing. was bought by the Central Realty, Bond 
and Trust Company for $2,050,000, or about 
$136 per square foot. 

The present sellers of the Trinity Build- 
ing are Frederick Ayer of Boston and the 
estate of Daniel B. Fearing. The brokers 
in the deal were Frederick Southack and 
Alwyn Ball, Jr. 

Messrs. Flake and Dowling, Vice Presi- 
dents of the United States Realty and Con- 
struction Company, and the active man- 
agers of the real estate interests, said 
yesterday afternoon that they were not yet 
in a position to say anything as to the 
future of the property. 

It may be assumed, however, that the 
erection of a new office building on the 
plot will not be deferred for any length 
of time. This site. with Trinity Churchyard 
to the south of it, practically assured of 
exceptional light and air privileges for all 
time, has long been regarded as one of the 
most attractive parcels in the entire city 
for office building construction. 

When the Boreel Building was sold to the 
Central Realty, Bond and Trust Company, 
and subsequently resold to the George A. 
Fuller Company. there were frequent ru- 
mors that the Trinity Building had Also 
been acquired by the latter corporation, and 
that the two parcels would be united as 
an office building site—Thames Street be- 
ing closed for ‘this purpose and a new 
street made by taking the necessary strip 
along the southerly side of the Trinity 
Building plot. 

Nothing came of this scheme, however, 
and the Boreel Building has since passed 
into the the possession of what is known as 
the Thames Court Company, in which A. R. 
Peacock and other steel men are said to be 
in control, but in which it is believed the 
George A. Fuller Company maintained a 
considerable interest. It is not unlikely. 
therefore, that the improvement of these 
two important properties may be carried 
forward simultaneously, although as dis- 
tinct and separate structures. 

An interesting feature of the situation is 
that the Fuller Company owns a good- 
sized piot at the northwest corner of 
Thames and Temple Streets. including the 
historic ‘*‘Old Tom's” building, the idea 
being to erect there a light and power sta- 
tion for the proposed tall structure on the 
Boreel block. In these facilities the new 
Trinity Building will be able to share, thus 
making possible large economies in its 
operation. 

The present Trinity Building, a six-story 
brick structure, was erected about 185%, 
and was owned then by W. F. Bulkley. hh. 
B. Claflin, Daniel B. Fearing, and William 
H. Russell. Since then the ownership has 
been subject to much subdivision amorg 
heirs, which fact is undoubtedly respon- 
sible in large measure for the failure to im- 
prove the property. The matrer of owner- 
ship was much simplified about three years 
ago, when Frederick Aver beught a one- 
third interest for *475,000, thus increasing 
his share in the property to four-ninths. 
The sale of the old building and its pro}- 
able demolition have an added interest for 
real estate men, not only because the reul 
estate auction room is its basement, bit 
also because, with the passing of the Real 
Estate Exchange in Liberty Street,.and the 
organizing of the Real Estate Board of 
Brokers, ‘One Hundred and Eleven” has 
come to be regarded as real estate head- 
quarters, if any one place may now be +o 
designated.

WITH A WOMAN IN HIS ARMS. 


Cut Off from Stairs in a Hotel Fire an 
Unknown Man Makes a Dar- 
ing Rescue. 
HACKENSACK, N. J., Nov. 13.—Fire was 
discovered in the Columbia Hotel, on the 
Ridgewood Road, in Kingsland, this after- 


noon, and before the flames could be extin- | 


guished the building had been destroyed, 
entailing a loss of about $W),000. The origin 
of the fire is not known. 

While the fire 
known man, who was a guest at the hotel, 


at a perilous risk to his own life, saved 
Mrs. James Roche, the wife of the proprie- 
tor, from death. in the hotel at the time 
of the fire were the bartender, Elmer Hop- 
ping; Mrs. Roche, and the unknown man. 

Flames were seen shooting from one of 
the upper floors, and this man rushed up 
into the room occupied by Mrs. Roche, 
whom he knew to be seriously ill, and, 
wrapping a blanket about her, started 
down the stairs with her in his arms. ‘He 
had not gone far when the smoke almost 
overpowered him, and he was forced to 
abandon the stairs. He then fled to one of 
the rooms on the second floor. 

He opened the window and then got out 
on the roof of the porch, and, with the wo- 
man still in his arms, jumped to the 
ground. Neither the woman nor her res- 
cuer was hurt by the jump. He carried 
the woman to the house of a neighbor, and 
she will be cared for there until. other 
quarters are found by her husband, who 
was absent at the time of the fire. The 
name of the rescuer could not be learned, 
and he left this place. It is not known 
were he went. 





HOBOKEN BONDS REFUSED. 


Action of New York Bidders Based on 
Counsel’s Doubt as to Constitu- 
tionality of a Law.

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 13.—The refusal 
of a New York banking firm to accept Ho- 
boken school bonds on which they were 
low bidders has caused some little excite- 
ment in different sections of the State 
where it is feared the latest school law may 
be unconstitutional. 

The action of the bidders in refusing to 
earry out their contract is based upon an 
opinion from a Boston law firm that there 
is a flaw in the act under which the bonds 
were issued. At all events the State Edu- 
cational Department, City Counsel Mintuon 
of Hoboken, and Attorney General McCar- 
ter are all considering the point as raised, 
and the result of their determination will 
shortly be announced. 

The bonds are for $65,000, and the mon:y 
is wanted for a new school house. 

“We believe,” said Secretary Batts of 
the State Board of Education this eveniny, 
“that the Boston lawyers have never scen 
the law of 1902. Their opinion reads «as 
though the conclusion were based upon the 
old case of Lowthorp aguinst the City of 
Trenton. In this case it was held that the 
law then existing made an illegal classifi- 
eation of cities by population in matiers 
involving the building of school houses, out 
this decision was carefully considered in 
the construction of the récent acts. Hovw- 
ever, when Mr. Mintuon prepares a brief 
on the subject the whole incident will he 
referred to the Attorney General, though 
from our conception of the Taw there would 
seem no reasonable excuse for complzint 
as to a possible illegality in the act.”’ 


HIS HOME FOR HIS HONOR. 


The Rev. W. F.. Johnson’s Effort to 
Cover the Shortage in the Ac- 
counts of the Howard Asylum. 


Blind and infirm with age, the Rev. Wiil- 
iam F, Johnson, formerty Superintendent 
of the Howard Colored Orphan Asylum, 
Brooklyn, has offered to turn over to the 
city authorities his home and all of the 
real estate he owns to save his name and 
the honor of his family. 

A few days ago Controller Grout’ made 
public the statement that he had found evi- 
dences of gross mismanagement of the af- 
fairs of the Howard Orphan Asylum. At 
the same time he declared that he did not 
believe that the aged Superintendent had 
been guiliy of any misconduct, but, be- 
cause of his infirmity, had been imposed on 
by some of his subordinates. The Grand 
Jury is considering the matter. 

“T want to save the family name and 
my own honor,”’ Dr. Johnson said yester- 
day. ‘‘ To secure the moneys which have 
been misapplied I will convey my own 
home to the institution.” 

The house is on Herkimer Street, near 
Rochester Avenue. It is worth about $6,000, 
which is sufficient to cover the shortage.

WITH DISABLED ENGINE

She left here April 17, 
on account of the aecident which happened 
to her stern, steered with her screws into 
Cherbourg. The death of Capt. Albers, two 
days later, was attributed to worry over 
the accident. 

Thorough and extensive repairs were 
made, and she sailed from Hamburg on 


Noy. 6. Just after the liner passed Nan- 


tucket early yesterday morning, a cylinder | 
of the starboard engine was fractured, and | 
half | 


the liner proceeded to port under 
speed. The disabling of the engine was the 
cause of another delay in docking, and it 
was 7:30 P. M. before the first passenger 
landed. 

Capt. Barends signaled Sandy Hook that 
the engine was disabled, and it was thought 
at first that on account of the thick 
weather the assistance of tugs would 
be necessary to bring the steamship into 
port. After the vessel was docked, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Meyer of the line, 
who came down in a tug to meet the liner, 
gave out this statement: 


“This morning at 5:20 o'clock ‘a bolt of 


the third crank shaft bearing broke, where- 
by the low pressure cylinder cover was 
cracked. By immediate action of the en- 
gineer in charge, who shut off the main 


steam valve, further damage was avoided. 
Repairs will be completed in time for the 
ship to sail as scheduled on Wednesday, 
Nov. 19." 

The noise of the accident awakened most 
of the passengers on the steamship, and 
there was some alarm on account of the 
sudden stoppage of the vessel. Among 
those who tumbled out of their berths were 
Edouard de Reszke, the basso, and Patrick 
Sheedy, who said that he wanted to die 
with his clothes on. The stewards were 
sent about the decks to reassure the 
frightened ones, but the excitement did not 
subside until the vessel again got under 
way after an hour's delay. Officers of the 
ship said that only the prompt action of 
the engineers, prevented a serious acci- 
dent, which would have laid the liner up for 
weeks again. 

The Deutschland had her first day of 
heavy weather and bad luck last Sunday, 
the day after she left Cherbourg. Early in 
the morning, while she was driving along 
against a heavy northwest gale, a high sea 
broke over the starboard rail, smashed in 


the. iron bulwark forward on the prome- | 


nade deck for a distance of fifteen feet, 
broke the port ladder from the promenade 
deck to the well, and carried away a port 
ventilator forward. 

One very high sea dashed into the crow’s 
nest and drenched the lookout. The noise 
and pounding of the sea awakened the pas- 
sengers, but nobody was injured then or 
during the four succeeding days, when 
gales and rough seas prevailed. To com- 
plete the chapter of accidents switch 
burned out on the pier last night, and 
until repairs were effected the Custome [nl 
spectors were able to examine only hand 
baggage. 

The best day’s run was 576 knots on 
Wednesday, and the average speed until 
the time of the accident was 21.38 knots. 
A notable addition to the Deutschland is 
the Vienna Café on the bridge deck. Tea, 
coffee, and chocolate are passed around by 
a Turk in a red fez and yellow bloomers 

Capt. Barends, who succeeds Capt. Al- 
bers, was for six years commander of the 
Fuerst Bismarck. The voyage he ended 
yesterday was the first half of his one 
hundredth and eighth round trip across the 
Atlantic. 

Patrick Sheedy, who has been on a five 
months’ tour of South America and Eu- 
rope looking for the owners of a Murillo 
bequeathed to him by Adam Worth, who 
stole it. arrived on the Deutschland. The 
painting of Mary Magdalene, which Worth 
stole fifty years ago, is now in the safe of 
the Pinkertons here, and there is $50,000 
insurance on it. Worth also stole the 
famous Gainsborough, and he was. so 
pleased with Sheedy’s success in negotiating 
for the disposal of the picture that he 
promised to leave him the Murillo. Worth 
died on Jan, 8, and last May the painting 
was handed over to Sheedy by one of 
Worth’s gang. Worth had previously 
dropped a hint that the painting had been 
stolen from a South American monastery, 
and Sheedy immediately set out on a hunt. 

‘“‘T wanted either to return it for a con- 
sideration, or to obtain a release from the 
owners. No,” he replied, in answer to a 
question. ‘I didn’t find the owners, and 
am very glad I didn’t. Now I have a pretty 
clear title to the picture. 

*T don’t know what to do with it, though. 
I haven't an art gallery, not even a home, 
although I will put the painting on exhibi- 
tion in.a day or two up at the Sturtevant 
House. The Gainesborough sold for $200,- 
vou, and the Murillo is worth more than 
that. Of course, I can’t sell it to any Gov- 
ernment, wien there is anything shady 
about it, but I ain willing to indemnify a 

urchaser against loss for twenty years. 
fes. L would take $400,000 for it. 

‘“*T did all I could to find the owners. I 
have been away five months. and visited 
Bolivia, Argentina, Paraguay, and nearly 
every monastery in South America. I don't 
think much of South America. The prin- 
cipal industry there is exchanging bad 
money for good. 

**No, there was no gambling on the ship 
coming across. I haven't touched a card 
for twenty-six years, and wouldn't on the 
ocean if they guaranteed me half the ship.”

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PRESIDENT IN CAMP, 
READY FOR BEARS 


Mr. Roosevelt’s Hunting Party 
Plunges Into the Wilderness. 


Tents Pitched Fifteen ' Miles from 


Smedes, Miss.—Plans to Keep 


Out Intruders. 


SMEDES, Miss., Nov. 13.—President 
Roosevelt and his party arrived here at 
8:45 o’clock this afternoon, and went at 
once to the hunting camp, about fifteen 
miles distant. 

This place is a siding on the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley Railway, where cotton 
is loaded from the big Smedes plantations. 
A plantation store and the residence of one 
of the managers are the only structures, 
except negro cabins, in sight. Work on the 
neighboring plantations was suspended this 
afternoon and several hundred negroes were 
at the siding when the train stopped. Most 
of the men sat on the cotton bales, but the 
black mammies and the pickaninnies stood 
along the track. They showed their white 
teeth in broad grins, but made no other 
demonstrations as the President steepped 
from the train. He was clad in hunting 
costume, riding trousers, heavy leather leg- 
gins, blue flannel shirt, corduroy coat, and 
wore a brown slouch hat; around his waist 
was buckled his cartridge belt and at his 
side hung his ivory-handled hunting knife. 
The other members of the party also wore 
hunting suits. While the guns, blankets, 
and other small baggage were being loaded 
into a four-mule wagon, the President 
chatted with the manager of the Smedes 
estate and two ladies who nad come es- 


pecially to greet him. 
The hunting party, which joined the 


President at Memphis, includes President 
Stuyvesant Fish of the Illinois Central, 
Mr. Dickinson, counsel for the same road; 
John M. Parker of New Orleans, La.; 
John McElhenny, formerly Lieutenant in 
the Rough Riders; Major G. N. Helm, W. 
W. Mangum, and H. L. Foote. The latter 
three are big Mississippi planters, and well- 


known bear hunters in this country. Mr. 
Foote is considered one of the best shots 
in the State. Mr. Parker has had charge 
of the preparation for the hunt. 

Two disappointments met the President 
here. The first one was that Mr. Mangum 
became too ill to proceed to camp to-night, 
and the other was the story which came 
back from camp that in trying the pack of 
hounds to-day half of the dogs had gone 
off after a deer, which was jumped while 
their keeper was on the trail of a bear. 

As there are only twenty-two dogs in the 
pack the split is very disquieting. Mr. 
Mangum, as soon as he heard of this acci- 
dent, put himself in communication with 
Bobo, a famous bear hunter, who has a 
fine pack of forty-five dogs on his place, 
about 100 miles north of here, at Bobo 
station. If his pack can be obtained there 
will be a sufficiency of dogs. In place of 
Mr. Mangum it has been arranged that 
Hugh Foote and Hoke Collier will hunt 
withthe President. They will start out at 
daylight to-morrow morning. Paths have 
been cut through the undergrowth, to be 
used as cut-offs to the river crossing, and 
on these stations the members of the party, 
except the President, will be stationed. 

The President and his guides will follow 
the hounds through the undergrowth, in 
order to be at hand if a bear is brought 
to bay, “It will be hard,” said Mr. Man- 
gum, “‘and I predict the President will lose 
at least five pounds in the next five days. 
I rode through this a few days ago, and 
when I got out my clothes were almost 
torn off of me. I looked as if I had been 
in a railroad wreck.” 

Mr. Mangum says the black bears here- 
about weigh from 300 to 600 pounds. ‘‘ We 
have a set-of scales at the camp,” said he, 
‘‘and the Yeasts will be weighed when they 
are brought in.”’ 

The camp is on the banks of the Little 
Sunflower River, in a practicaHy unbroken 
wilderness. There are no-settlers for miles 
in any direction. The oak, ash, and cypress 
forest is choked with an undergrowth of bud 
vine, and is as thick, Mr. Parker said, 
‘as the hair ona dog's back.” A trail 
has been cut to the camp, which consists 
of three sleeping tents and one cook tent. 

Hoke Collier, a negro who was a scout in 
the Confederate Army during the civil war, 
and who afterward acted as guide for Gen. 
Wade Hampton, has charge of the pack of 
hounds, which has been at the camp for 
a week. Among them is the most cele- 
brated bear dog in this country. He is 
now the property of Mr. Foote. This is 
to be his last hunt, Mr. Parker told the 
President, as he is old and decrepit, 
“though he has one more hunt in him, 
and when he opens his mouth it means 
bear.”’ 

Collier, Mr. Parker said, was credited 
with having been in at the killing of 1,600 
bears. He is said to have killed nearly 150 
in a single season. 

“It will be rough work,"’ said Mr. Parker. 

“That is exactly what I want,’’ replied 
President Roosevelt. 

3ut we will have bear meat for Sunday 
dinner,"’ added Mr. Parker. 

“Let us get the bear before we arrange 
for the dinner,’’ responded the President, 
laughing.

TO COLONIZE IN CANADA. 


United States Syndicate and Dominion 
Government Reach a Basis of 
Settlement. 


Special to lhe New York Times. 

TORONTO, Nov. 13.—A general undler- 
standing has been reached between the 
Ontario Government and the American 
syndicate represented by. J. F. Egan of 
Rock Island, Ill, and Judge Utt of Chicago. 
An agreement is being drafted regarding 
the colonization scheme of the syndicate. 
In general terms the syndicate gets the 
right to acquire land in New Ontario up 
to 2,000,000 acres at 50 cents per acre, the 
usual price to settlers, the syndicate agree- 
ing not to charge settlers more than $3 
per acre, and not to give more.than i60 
acres to one settler. 

The Government is to have complete 
control over the class of settlers, the syn- 
dicate agreeing to deport within [fifteen 
days any one named by the Government. 
The syndicate will construct twelve miles 
of roads in each township allotted to it. 
Two million acres at 160 acres for each se*t- 
tler will call for 12,500 settlers. The con- 
tract runs for ten years. The company has 
already been formed and financed, s0 that 
no stock will be for sale. The Directorate 
will be announced when the agreement is 
signed, but Mr. Egan will no doubt be 
General Manager and President. 


It Is Claimed Octogenarian of Buffalo 
Made Two Attempts to Poison 
His Daughter. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 13.—Theodore Af- 
fars, eighty-one years old, was arrested to- 
night on a charge of attempted murder. It 
is alleged that the old man made two at- 
tempts to administer poison to his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Elizabeth Burley. 

The first attempt, made early in June, the 
police say, was entirely unsuccessful. His 
second attempt, which it is alleged was 
made on Tuesday night, came near being 
successful. Mr. and Mrs. Burley and Will- 
iam J. Mapes got a quantity of arsenic 
which had been placed in the teapot. 
Affars had given his daughter $600, in 
return for which he was to receive his 
board and a small weekly allowance. He 
became dissatisfied with his treatment and 
demanded the return of his money. Mrs. 
Burley refused to give up the cash and 
Affars became incensed. 

After trying numerous schemes to regain 
possession of the money, it is alleged, Af- 
fars decided to poison his daughter. Mr. 
andi Mrs. Burley and Mapes, who were 
visiting at the house, became violently ill 
after supper Tuesday night, and their 
lives were saved only by prompt work of 
doctors. 

A chemical examination of the food on 
the table developed the presence of a large 
quantity of arsenic in the tea and bread. 
Affars is said to have made a confession. 


MILEAGE PLAN DEFEATED. 


No Interchangeable Bureau for the 
Eastern Trunk Line Territory.

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—The proposition to 
establish an interchangeable mileage bu- 
reau for Eastern trunk line territory be- 
tween Buffalo and the Atlantic seaboard 
has been defeated. 
The sale of interchangeable mileage tick- 
ets by the Central and Western Passenger 
Association lines has proved a great con- 
venience to commercial travelers and small 
merchants who cannot afford to buy indi- 
vidual mileage books of the large number 
of roads over which they have to travel.

MAY HOLD CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST 


Case of Woman Who Died in Washing- 
ton Is Believed to Have Been 
Wrongly Diagnosed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—An inquest was 
held to-day on the remains of Miss Louise 
Hoge, the daughter of the assistant cashier 
of the First National Bank of Chicago, who 


came here to act as bridesmaid for her 
friend, Miss Ethel Bogan. She was taken 
ill, and the wedding was postponed. 

Miss Hoge was not a member of the 
Christian Science Church, but believed in 
its doctrines, and refused to take medicine. 
She was ill three weeks, and could not be 
persuaded to accept medical attendance. A 
reader from one of the local Christian Sci- 
ence organizations was called and gave the 
treatment’ of that faith. This woman 
pronounced the disease to be typhoid fever. 
The autopsy to-day showe that the 
young woman died of pneumonia. It is 
considered likely that the Christian Science 
ractitioner will be prosecuted for practic- 
ng medicine without a license, 


The Symptoms of Poisoning by Strych- 
. nine Explained to Jury in the 
Woodward Case. 


CAMDEN, N. J., Nov. 13.—Prof. Marshall 
of the University of Pennsylvania killed a 
frog with strychnine at the Paul Wood- 
ward murder trial here to-day, explained 
to the jury the symptoms of poisoning, and 
said that as the creature died so died the 
boys, Brice Jennings and Paul Coffin, in 
the depths of the forest, to which, the 


State alleges, they had been lured by Wood- 
ward and there put to death by him with 
the poison. 

Counsel for the prisoner tried to prevent 
the demonstration, but he was overruled 
by Judge Garrison. The strychnine inject- 
ed into the frog was a part of that ex- 
tracted from the body of young Coffin. 
Prof. Marshall spoke as if he were address- 
ing one of his classes of medical students. 


RHODESIA TO BE A COLONY ? 


Chief Object of Chamberlain’s Journey 
Said to be to Arrange for Britain 
to Take Over the Country. 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—The Daily Express 
this morning asserts that the principal 
object of Colonial Secretary Chamberlain's 
visit to South Africa is to make arrange- 
ments for the British Government to take 
over Rhodesia. 


In 1888, part of what is now known as 
Rhodesia was declared to be within the 
British sphere of influence, and in the fol- 
lowing year a royal charter was granted 
to the British South Africa Company, con- 
ferring on it large powers of administra- 
tion. 

In accordance with an order in Council 
of November, 1898, a resident Commissioner 
in Rhodesia was appointed by the British 


Government. To assist the company’s au- 
ministrator there is now an Executive 
Council, consisting of the Resident Cum- 
missioner and not less than four memters 
eppgnted by the company with the approv- 
al of the Colonial Secretary of State. Thera 
is also a Legislative Council, consisting of 
the administrator, the Resident Commis- 
sioner, five nominees of the company ap- 
proved by the Secretary of State, and tour 
members elected by the registered vote:s.

Will Not Hereafter 
Treat Contagious Diseases. 


Mrs. Eddy’s “ Advice,” It Is Admitted, 
Was Doubtless Prompted by the Ac- 
tion Taken in the Quimby Case. 


The first retrogressive step among the 
disciples of Christian Science has been 
‘advice "' of Mrs. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, the head of the cult. 
Assurance that it will be heeded is given 
by members of the sect in this city. 

At the offices of the Christian Science 
Publication Committee, at 1133 Broadway, 
it is admitted that Christian Scientists will 
not hereafter treat what are commonly 
known as contagious diseases. W. D. Me- 
Crackan, who is in charge of these offices, 
yesterday gaye out a statement with this 
preface, headed ‘‘ Mrs. Eddy’s Advice to 
Christian Scientists Concerning Infectious 
and Contagious Diseases’’: 


In view of the interest manifested In the Quim- 
by case in White Plains, attention is called to 
the following from an editorial in the last num- 
ber of The Christian Science Sentinel, the offi- 
cial organ of the denomination: ** Mrs. Eddy ad- 
vises that ‘until public thought becomes better 
acquainted with Christian Science the Christian 
Scientists shall decline to doctor infectious or 
contagious diseases,’ "’ 

Appended to this is the editorial referred 
to headed, ‘‘ Rights and Duties,” signed by 
Archibald McLellan, editor. It says in part: 

Christian Scientists present themselves to the 
world as a people corristently following the 
teachings of Jesus, the accepted Master and ex- 
emplar of Christianity, rendering to God the 
things that are God’s and to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar's, Their position is that of 
law-abiding citizens, enjoined to be scrupulously 
exact in observing the laws of the land, careful 
of the rights of their fellow-men, asking no more 
for themselves than they are willing to grant to 
others, and patiently to seek the religious liberty 
guaranteed to all men under the constitution of 
all free countries, 

_The first amendment of the Constitution of the 
United States provides that ‘' Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion or prohibiting the free exercise thereof oe 
and further, (fourteenth amendment, Section 1.) 
that ‘‘ No State shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or immunities 
of citizens of the United States * * * nor deny 
to any person within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws.’’ 

The essential features of these provisions of the 
Federal Constitution reappear in the Constitution 
of the several States, of which the following 
excerpt from the Constitution of the State of 
Illinois may serve as an example: 

“The free exercise and enjoyment of religious 
profession and worship without discrimination 
shall forever be guaranteed: and no person shall 
be denied any civil or political right, privilege, or 
capacity on account of his religious opinions.”’ 

A different phase of the question is presented, 
however, in the matter of reporting cases of so- 
called contagious disease, in keeping with the 
law or regulation which, subject to the above 
Constitutional limitations, has been enacted with 
a view to conserve the public welfare, and so 
long as the law demands that such cases be 
reported, Christian Scientists should be prompt 
and unfailing in their obedience and give the 
public the benefit of any serious doubt which 
may attend the classification of disease, 


In obedience to this “‘ advice’ the Chris- 
tian Scientists will not treat cases of small- 
pox, yellow fever, diphtheria, chickenpox, 
cholera, scarlet fever, mumps. measles, ty- 
phoid fever, and typhus fever. 

“When and how are you to determine the 
contagiousness of the disease?" a TIMES 
reporter asked Mr. McCrackan yesterday. 

is reply was in writing as follows: 

“Christian Science practitioners come un- 

der the same laws as all citizens unin- 
structed in materia medica, and in report- 
ing diseases their responsibility is that of 
private citizens only.’ 
“If Christian Science,"’ the reporter said, 
can cure rheumatism, neuralgia, and 
other non-contagious diseases, and all ill- 
ness, according to your doctrine, being an 
illusion, why cannot scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, smallpox, arid typhus fever be cured 
by Christian Science methods?” 

“They can be,’’ was Mr. McCrackan’s 
reply, but he would not go into details. 

ne of his assistants explained, however, 
that in the White Plains diphtheria cases 
treated by the Christian Scientists the per- 
centage of recoveries was much higher 
than those treated by regular practitioners. 

“What diseases commonly considered 
contagious in their effects.’’ the reporter 
asked Mr. McCrackan, ‘ will you include 
in this new departure? Which will you 
refuse to treat, and which refer to the 
authorities! "’ 

“Those diseases which are denominated 
contagious or infectious in sanitary ordi- 
nances,’’ answered Mr. McCrackan, and he 
would say no more.

AN APPEAL FOR RECIPROCITY 


He Wants Chinese Merchants Admitted 
Here—James J. Hill Pays High 
Tribute-to the Envoy’s Work. 


Wu Ting-Fang, the Chinese Minister, on 
the eve of his going home, was the guest of 
honor last night at a complimentary din- 
ner given by the Silk Association of Amer- 
ica and the American Asiatic Association 
at Delmonico’s. 

Minister Wu, with characteristic frank- 
ness, asked every now and then why more 
windows could not properly be opened 
that there might be a breath of air to make 
endurable the cigar and cigarette smoke. 
He was as polite in his requests as a dip- 
lomat could possibly be. When the other 
guests objected to the opening of the win- 
dows because of the draughts he found 
comfort in his fan. 

Minister Wu has been long enough in this 
country to understand that the Chinese po- 
liteness in asking a man how old he is, 
how much he makes, and such other quer- 
ies as are gracious in his country belong 
to the antipodes. He confined his greet- 
ings to asking after the health of his visi- 
tors, but with an amiable smile said to 
those he met: 

‘You are some days older than you were 
the last time I saw you, byt you are look- 
ing very well.’’ 

Shortly after the ices were served, pre- 
liminary to the hot birds and the cold bot- 


tles, J. W. Congdon, the toastmaster, ruse, 
as the orchestra played ‘‘ The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.’’ The orchestra then made an 
attempt at playing the Chinese National 
hymn. It was a failure, however, and the 
Chairman explained that the Chinese char- 
acters on the programme made it difficult. 

Mr. Congdon read letters of regret from 
the President and Secretary Hay, in which 
they expressed their high esteem and ap- 
preciation of what the Chinese Minister 
had done in this country. The President 
referred to the cordial relations between 
the two countries during the regime of 
Minister Wu, and the Secretary of State 
said that the United States had a right to 
expect that on Mr. Wu's return to his own 
country he would prove of great benefit 
not only to the interests of China but to 
the whole commercial world. 


MR. WU INTRODUCED. 


After referring to the Chinese Minister as 
a man with the patience of William McKin- 
ley, ‘‘ one of the aristocrats of brains,"’ and 
referring to his statesmanship in working 


with the President for the safety of the 
American Legation in Peking, the Chair- 
man introduced the guest of the evening. 
Minister Wu, dressed in a dark red jacket 
with peacock green sleeves said in part: 

“T am called back to my own country 
for a higher duty. It is one of our precepts 
that you must obey and be patient. It is 
your duty. It is etiquette. am going to 
a higher duty. In my years with you, I 
have seen exemplified the fact that the age 
of diplomats, where it was deceit, is gone. 
1 am satisfied with my conscience and with 
the approval of the people of this country. 
We tell the truth one to the other, and it 
is a chance for mutual helpfulness. Six 
years ago there was a great lack of in- 
terest in the affairs of the Far East. That 
time has gone. There is a eat change 
in regard to the news of the Orient. Hap- 
penings there are now published.” 

Mr. Wu said he wished that the Amert- 
cans might persuade him to become a citi- 
zen, with or without his “ bifurcated gar- 
ments”’ so that he might be elected a 
Senator from the Empire State to the 
United States ‘ Legislature.”” He added 
that there was great consolation in the 
fact that on his return he would be the 
Minister of Commerce in China, 

“You have the Philippine Islands,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ and are no langer separated by 
the Pacific Ocean, which has almost be- 
come the property of China and the United 
States. e are practically neighbors. The 
Boxer disturbance has opened your eyes to 
the fact that China is a great province for 
your produce and manufactures. Who 
would have thought that there would be a 
cessation of the cotton interest in this 
country because of the Boxer troubles? 

“It closed mills in many of your States. 
This to my mind is clear proof that the 
peace and prosperity of China are inter- 
woven with a great many of your States. 

‘‘China is not so far off, with steam and 
electricity. China is reached easily. The 
increased speed of the train and the steam- 
ship brings us nearer together. When the 
Pacific cable is completed we will be your 
nearest neighbor. When the Panama Canal 
is dug, the distance to China will be de- 
creased by thousands of miles. The whole 
world is a great workshop. The exchange 
of goods a both nations, is educational, 
and promotes good feeling. We want your 
cotton goods, machinery, steel goods, and 
other things you manufacture. ou should 
surpass the trade we have with Great 
Britain. 

“On the other hand, China has some 

oods to seel to you, like raw silk and tea. 
focwithstanding the introduction of other 
teas, I am glad you still like our teas. 

“The question arises, what steps are to 
be taken to improve the trade between the 
two nations. The improvement of trade 
will bring us to @ better understanding. 
There should be a reciprocity between the 
merchants of the two nations and the two 
countries. We ought to have a direct com- 
munication. You should get closer to the 
Chinese merchant. He is conservative. 
Getting close to him, you would get some 
hints as to what he wants. 

“You should facilitate the coming of the 
Chinese merchant to your country. Our 

eople have a great deal of common sense. 
Rhey will not buy what they have not seen. 
They must see for themselves before they 
buy. Let them come here and the trade 
will be vastly increased. 

“It is a great opportunity for you. They 
know in China in the last few years that 
you are just. because of the Administrations 
of Presidents McKinley and Roosevelt. I 
am not a politician and I do not know your 

olitical views, but I say that your policy 

n the last five years has been fair and 
just and that my people entertain a very 
friendly feeling for you. You have a great 
opportunity.

James Hill, President of the Great North- 
ern Railway Company, who followed Mayor 
Low, spoke on “ The Development of Amer- 
ica and China Commensurate with their 
Commerce."" Regarding Mr. Wu, he said: 

‘*I think the efforts of his Excellency in 
breaking down the barriers of prejudice 
and opening the eyes of intelligence have 


done a great deal more for the advance- 
ment and the improvement of the rela- 
tlons between his country and ours than 
anything that has happened in many years 
before.”’ 

Mr. Hill paid a high compliment to the 
commercial integrity of the Chinese. He 
said there is no race on the face of the 
earth who has learned a lesson of the 
value of commercial integrity better than 
the Chinese. 

“The Chinaman knows that credit is bet- 
ter than capital,’’ he said. 

Concluding his speech Mr. Hill in a. m- 
ited way took the side of those in opposi- 
tion to the Chinese Exclusion act. 

“There is one thing we ought to do,” 

said he. ** We ought to see that our Na- 
tional legislation will not prevent an um- 
bitious Chinaman who wants to come ty» 
this country through any motive, but cer- 
tainly no unfriendly one, or he would not 
come here to get an education—let him 
come to our colleges. 
‘Open the door. Don’t say no. If the 
Chinaman seeking an education in this 
country thinks it wise to get his education 
here he won't be any the less friendly to 
us. Don’t drive him out. Let him be wel- 
come. I would like to see 25,000 or 30,000 
Chinamen a year come to this country. 
They won't o any harm. They won't 
drive you or anybody out.”’ 

The two concluding speakers were John 
Foord, Secretary of the American Asiatic 
Association, and William Barclay Parsons, 
President of the American China Develop- 
ment Company.

Says the People’s Message to Con- 
gress Is Hard to Interpret. 


Men: as Well as Measures, He Tells 
Springfield Board of Trade, In- 
fluenced the Result. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Noy. 13.—Senator 
Depew spoke to-night at the dinner of the 


Board of Trade. He urged the necessity o2 


ship subsidies in building up an American 
merchant .marine, and condemned the 
financial policy of the Government in 
hoarding revenues until a money stringency 
resulted. Regarding the interpretation ‘of 
the result as expressed on Nov. 4, the Sen- 
ator said: 

“Statesmen and publicists are cndeavor- 
ing to find out what were the instructions 
given to the Congress which was elected a 
tew days ago. Ordinarily it is not difficult 
to interpret the results of a National can- 
vass and a National vote. But our present 
situation is obscured by two happenings. 
The coal strike, because it was the most 
gigantic and long continued contest be- 
tween capital and labor, attracted the at- 
tention of the whole world, although the 
contest was wholly within the border of a 
single State, But it affected the supply 
of an article of prime necessity to the fam- 
ily and the factory. The coming of Winter 
meant also the approach of calamity and 
dangerous conditions of turbfilence and 
riot. These conditions were rapidly crys- 
tallizing public opinion into a wholesale 
condemnation of the party in power. We 
have not yet reached that period of judiciai 
and passionless intelligence when we can 
refrain from charging Administrations with 
responsibility for all our Ills, finangjal, 
pestilential, and industrial. 

“Suddenly the air was clarified, the sit- 
uation reversed, the peril removed by the 
action of President Roosevelt. It was an 
exercise of the Presidential function which 
has evoked no end of hostile criticism on 
the one hand and greater popularity from 
the mass of the people on the other than 
any Presidential act in our time. The 
highest evidence of this effect is that for 
the first time in National relations the ruler 
of a foreign country has been cheered in the 
popular branch of the Congress of another 
nation, as Roosevelt was in the Chamber 
of Deputies of France; and, second, for the 
first time since labor and capital assumed 
such tremendous proportions in their .or- 
ganizations, the President of the United 
States and the President of a labor organ- 
ization, whose long struggle had ended, 
had their portraits carried upon banners 
side by side at the head of the labor pro- 
cessions. It is therefore impossible to judge 
how many votes were cast for this or that 
policy as distinguished from those which 
were meant for an emphatic indorsement 
of President Roosevelt. 

“On the other hand, for the first time 
in six years the only overwhelmingly emi- 
nent National factor in the Democratic 
Party, the only President they have had 
for over forty years, emerged trom the 
classic shadows of Princeton and his re- 
tirement under the eaves of the Calvinistic 
theology of his minister father, to speak 
for his party, and throw his great influ- 
ence in the scale. Said a Tammany leader 
who knows the sentiment ot New York 
City better than any member of that or- 
ganization: ‘Mr. Cleveland's letter and 
speech gave to us in the old City of New 
York alone 18,000 votes from men who hith- 
erto have either yoted against us or re- 
frained from voting at all, because they 
were afraid of the new doctrines of our 
party.’ We can neither eliminate these two 
factors, nor can we estimate the extent of 
the personality which decided the recent 
results. : 

“'The independent press and the political 
hiiosopher were never so urgent as now 
n demanding some form of free trade un- 
de® the alluring cries of anti-trust and 
revenue reform, The system under which 
the United States has grown is neither a 
Bible nor a fetich. It is not the result of 
superstition nor inspiration. It is the prac- 
tical working out by an elastic and widely 
adjusted scheme during a hundred years, 
under the most favorable conditions of a 
new country and isolation from the Old 
World, of the problems of production, de- 
velépment, wealth, distributjon, and em- 
ployment. We protectionistg’ believe that 
we have the greatest home market and 
mightiest productive power, the most mar- 
velous internal interchanges, the highest 
development of productive energy, the best 
scale of wages, and the greatest comfort 
and happiness among the people, with the 
widest distribution of wealth, of any 
country that ever existed, because of this 
system. We are quite willing to admit, 
however, that the time has arrived when 
friends» of protection should readjust the 
schedules of existing conditions in a way 
which they only can, so as to neither check 
nor alarm our manufacturing interests, to 
disturb our markets, nor to threaten our 
labor. This should first be done along the 
lines of reciprocity. Now, the Cuban prop- 
osition is too transparent to be longer de- 
layed, and must be acted on at once. Can- 
ada is too large a customer of ours and we 
buy too little of her to let present condi- 
tions remain. We must stimutate our com- 
mercial relations with the South and Cen- 
tral American republics and with Mexico. 
We cannot get too far in a hurry. We 
must see first what will be the effects of 
the practical working of these policies. 
So far as the suggested relations with Eu- 
ropean Governments are concerned, the 
proposed treaties were too radical. They 
alarmed our industries. We might stand 
10 per cent. reduction, for instance, as an 
experiment, while 20 per cent. creates an 
alarm which defeats the measure.” 


TIE FOR MAYOR IN ITHACA. 


Democratic and Republican Candidates 
Each Received 1,682 Votes. 


ITHACA, N. Y., Nov. 13.—The official 
canvass as completed for Ithaca this morn- 
ing shows that the vote cast for Demo- 
cratic and Republican candidates for Mayor 
was a tie. William R. Gunderman, the 
present Mayor, who was the candidate on 
the Republican ticket, and George R. Mil- 
ler, the Democratic candidate, each re- 
ceived 1,682 votes. 

It had been supposed previously that 
Miller had been elected with a majority of 
seven votes.

President Mutual Life 


About 4,000 to be Inspected in the In- 
terest of John Cunneen, Charles 
W. Dayton Says. 


The Board of County Canvassers con- 
tinued their work yesterday in the City 
Hall. Charles W. Dayton, who is look- 
ing after the vote for Attorney General for 
John Cunneen, recently secured an order 
from Justice Scott of the Supreme Court 
directing that the ballots in the envelopes 
marked “ void” by the Election Inspectors 
be opened and examined. This work was 
begun early yesterday. Mr. Dayton said 
when asked about the “ void "’ ballots: 

“Probably about 4,000 void ballots will 
be found in New York County envelopes. 
This is less than the usual number, and in 
no possible way can these void ballots have 


any effect on the Gubernatorial election. 
The object of opening the envelopes is to 
find if there are not Suv or 400 ballots which 
should legally have been counted for 
John Cunneen for Attorney General. 
The method of examination is for the 
lawyers representing the Republican side 
of the contest and those representing 
the Democracy to examine carefully and 
dictate to a stenographer, every mark on 
the ballots. This will take a long time, as 
some of the markings are very peculiar. 
When all this work has been completed the 
matter will be brought before the Supreme 
Court for a decision as to the number of 
votes which they find legal, and then an 
order will be issued directing the County 
Board of Canvassers to count these ballots 
in making up the official returns.” 

Under the request of Leader Murphy of 
Tammany Hall, Robert E. Luce and ex- 
Councilman John T. Oakley will assist 
Charles W, Dayton in watching the can- 
vass of the vote for John Cunneen. 


WHAT CAME OUT IN THE WASH. 


Laundress Found Concealed in the 
Sleeve of a Shirtwaist a Bag Con- 
, taining Much Jewelry. 


Something “ came out in the wash” ‘n a 
laundry at 65 Myrtle Avenue, srooklyn, 
on Wednesday which caused great as{un- 
ishment among the workers there and sub- 
sequently caused much joy in the houschold 
of a wealthy woman on the Park Slope. 

The “something” was a small cnincis 
bag containing a diamond sunburst, three 
diamond rings, a diamond pin, a seal ring, 
diamond locket, gold watch, silver watch, 
and twelve small pieces of jewelry, the 
whole estimated by its owner to ne worth 
$1,500. The gems were found !n a sleeve 
of a shirtwaist sent in by a customer to be 


laundered. Mrs, A. P. Ralph, the owner 
of the laundry, declined to give the name 
of the careless customer, and wewd only 
say that she was a wealthy resident cf dt. 
John’s Place. 

“I was sorting out a lot of washing 
which had come in the night before,"’ said 
Mrs. Ralph, * when I picked up a shir‘wuaist 
which seemed to be unusually heavy. in 
one of the sleeves I found the cham >is 
bag, which I was astonished to itnd “filed 
with valuable jewelry. Among the picces 
was a sunburst which was easily worth 
$500. As soon as I could do so I :ook the 
bag up to the owner. She said she had not 
missed the jewels, and was much surp ‘ised 
at my handing them over to her. She had 
concealed the bag in the sleeve ot the 
shirtwaist, thinkirg it would be safe «1 so 
unusual a hiding place, and later liad un- 
thinkingly sent the waist to the laundry.” 

Mrs, Ralph said that the owner of the 
jewels had sent word that she interded to 
call upon her, but she modestly deciared 
that she did not even think of such a thing 
as a reward. 


CAUGHT IN THE POST OFFICE. 


Prisoner Believed to Have Sent Letters 
to Various Persons Demanding 
Money on Pain of Death. 


On suspicion of having sent threatening 
letters through the mails, in which the 
writer declares he is the head of a secret 
order of Russian nihilists, and demands a 
large sum of money, a man was arrested 
yesterday by Central Office detectives as 
he inquired for mail at the general delivery 
window in the General Post Office. 

The prisoner describes himself as Will- 
fam Becker, twenty-nine years old, and 
Says he is a seaman on the steamer 
America, noW lying in dry dock in Hoboken, 
but which ordinarily plies between this port 
and Trinidad. He was locked up at Police 
Headquarters. 

The police say they think the man has 
adopted the medium of threatening letters 


in order to get money, but declare they 
place no credence in the “ Russian njhilist ” 
part of the scheme. The police made pub- 
ic one letter addressed to “ Dr. T. Lewis,’ 
780 Park Avenue, and say they base their 
complaint against the prisoner on that let- 
ter. They say that others who have re- 
ceived similar letters are T. P. Bennett, a 
tea and coffee merchant, at 10 Fulton 
Street; C. E. Birdseye of 105 Hudson Street, 
or 137 Pearl Street; E. C. Jones of the bak- 
ing firm at 1 Nassau Street, and Dr: M. 
Louis Weil, Eighty-second Street and Park 
Avenue. 

The letter sent to Dr. Lewis, whose name 
does not appear at the Park Avenue ad- 
dress in the directory, was rather lengthy, 
poorly written, and ungrammatical. It de- 
manded that he send $1,000 in a letter ad- 
dressed to “C. C. Barton, care of Post 
Office, New York City,” by 3:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon on pain of death. It 
was dated Nov. 1, post marked Hoboken, 
and signed “C. C. Barton, Ala F. Ren- 
panety, Chief; M. Robow, H. Wardone, and 
N. Metsky.”’ 

The matter was placed in the hands of 
the police, and detectives watched the gen- 
eral delivery window at the General Post 
Office. cw A Say that the prisoner called 
at 3:30 o'clock yesterday for mail ad- 
dressed to C. C. Barton. The prisoner said 
he met a man in City Hall Park yester- 
day, who asked him to go into the Post 
Office and inquire for mail in that name. 


CUSTOMS OFFICERS AMAZED. 


Forbidden Books Found in Raided Place, 
Which Appeared to be a Smug- 
glers’ Clearing House. 


Three United States Deputy Surveyors 
found more than they expected yesterday 
when they raided the Hotel de Lyons, a 
Small establishment, kept by Charles 
Thirion in Greenwich Street, near Christo- 
pher Street, as a smugglers’ lair. They say 
it is a clearing house for fine supplies 
brought in without paying duty by stew- 
ards of steamships. 

They seized about 1,500 imported cigars, 


500 cigarettes, 400 packages of fine Turkish 
tobacco, 70 bottles of liqueurs, and smaller 
quantities of canned truffles, pate de foie 
gras. and fine soaps, perfumery, and other 
toilet articles, all of which they had bar- 
gained for. 

They were astonished, however, when, 
upon ransacking a small closet off the 
kitchen, they came upon about 100 books, 
all printed and bound in the most luxurious 
manner, and all just the kind of books that 
Anthony Comstock is constantly searching 
for, and they handled them with fear, lest 
he should pounce upon them while they 
had them in their possession. A dealer 
said that many of the volumes would easily 
sell for $100 apiece. Thirion was arresied 
and locked up in Ludlow Street Jail in de- 
fault of $5,000 bail, fixed by United States 
Commissioner Shields, before whom he 
was arraigned. He brought a smile to the 
faces of his captors when he tried to clear 
himself by producing bills showing that 
he had bought the liqueurs. They have been 
working on the case for a month, and 
stated that the firm issuing the bills is 
one to whom he has been selling the govuds.

His Commendation of Strike Breakers 
Calls Forth an Answer from 
President Gompers. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 13.—President 
Gompers, speaking to-day before the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, replied to the 
criticism by President Eliot of Harvard Uni- 
versity on labor unions and strikes.

COUNTY COMMITTEE FIGHT 


Gov. Odell’s Attitude Toward Local 
Republican Contest. 


Gibbs Says Chairman Morris Will Be 
Re-elected Despite Protest — The 
Governor Now Favors Senator 
Platt’s Re-election. 


Robert C. Morris and National Commit- 
teeman Gibbs had a conference with Gov. 
Odell yesterday with regard to the re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Morris as Chairman of the 
County Committee. Senator Elsberg also 
saw the Governor to advise against the se- 
lection of Mr, Merris. 

When seen at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
last night, after he had his second talk of 
the day with the Governor, Mr. Morris re- 
fused to tell what had passed between him 
and the Governor, but gave it to be under- 
stood that he would be a candidate for re- 
election, and expected to be chosen. Na- 
tional Committeeman Gibbs said that, as 
far as he was able to learn, no protest had 
been made against the re-election of Mr. 
Morris, 

“But it don’t matter whether there is a 
protest or not,”’ said Mr. Gibbs. “ Mr. 
Morris will be re-elected, and if anybody 
tries to prevent his re-election they will 
get the worst Beating they have ever had 
in their lives." 

Gov. Odell when asked what the pros- 
pects were for a change in the personnel 
of the County Committee said that he had 
no desire to be drawn into any local squab- 
bles. It can be stated authoritatively, how- 
ever, that the Governor is far from satis- 
fied with the showing made by the local 
organization, and believes that there is 
room for improvement. In conversation 
with some who have discussed the subject 
with him, the Governor is reported to have 
said that the focal Republican leaders have 
been too much absorbed with the control- 
ling of conventions and have not given the 
proper amount of attention to the getting 
of votes. 

The Governor's own opinions on this sub- 
ject have been strengthened by the views 
which up-State leaders have expressed to 
him since the election as to the efficiency 
of the Manhattan and Brooklyn organiza- 
tions. It has been called to the attention 
of the Governor that in several of the dis- 
tricts, the leaders of which hold either Fed- 
eral or State positions, the Republican yote 
has been on the decrease, instead of on the 


increase, 


In the Twenty-ninth Assembly District, 
in which Mr. Morris resides, and the only 
district of Manhattan which at the last 
election maintained its Republican majority 
at anything like normal figures, Alexander 
T. Mason, whom Mr. Morris cpposed, was 
re-elected leader. 

It has been the custom to allow every 
Republican district leader to send a list of 
McCullagh deputies to the County Chair- 
man, and these men were appointed for 
that district. In accordance with this cus- 
tom, Mr. Mason, some time previous to the 
recent election, sent such a list to Mr. 
Morris. The list was disregarded by Mr. 
Morris, it is stated, and the McCullagh 
deputies for the Twenty-ninth were ap- 
pointed in accordance with Morris's own 
suggestions. 

The reason why Senator Elsberg, Edward 
Lauterbach, and other prominent Repub- 
licans of the Twenty-ninth District have 
not taken the initiative in organizing a 
movement to defeat Mr. Morris is said to 
be the candidacy of Senator Elsberg for 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Cities. Despite his candidacy, James M. 
Gilbert, leader of Onondaga County, Sena- 
tor White’s home county, called at State 
Headquarters yesterday, and when asked 
Whether Senator White would be a can- 
didate for Chairman of the Cities Commit- 
tee, said: 

* He certainly will be. He is the ranking 
Republican member on the committee, he 
has had seven years’ service in the Senate, 
and he is entitled to the place. I think, 
moreover, that it is safe to say that he 
will get it.’’ 

Gov. Odell did yesterday what he had de- 
clined to do the night before—committed 
himself as being personally in favor of the 
re-election of Senator Platt. The Governor 
said he had not intended to be evasive in 
his answer to the direct question which 
was put to him the night previous on this 
subject, and was sorry that his position 
had been made to appear doubtful. 

Senator Platt said yesterday that the re- 
appointment of Health Officer Alvah H. 
Doty had been decided upon. 

Now that the election of Mr. Cunneen, 
the Democratic candidate for Attorney 
General, has been conceded by his Repub- 
lican opponent, Mr. Coman, candidates for 
the positions in New York which Mr. Cun- 
neen will have to fill are beginning to 
spring up. James Lindsay Gordon, Augus- 
tus A. Rogers. and Maurice B. Blumenthal 
are among those who would like to be Dep- 
uties Attorney General. 

Gov. Odell will remain in the city until 
Sunday morning. He will attend a dinner 
Saturday night to be given by James H. 
Hyde and Senator Chauncey M. Depew to 
M. Jules Cambon, the French Ambassador. 


WOMAN’S BODY IN EAST RIVER. 


Identified as That of Mrs. Westermann, 
Who Jumped from a Ferryboat. 


The body of Mrs. A. R. Westermann, thir- 
ty years old, of 310 West Twenty-ninth 
Street, Manhattan, was found in the East 
River yésterday afternoon near the foot 
of Freeman Street, Greenpoint, by the 
crew of the towboat Mascot. 

A search of the clothing disclosed a let- 
ter written to Mrs. Westermann by a fur- 
niture company in Manhattan, from which 
the police recognized the body as that of 
the woman who in the early part of last 
week had popes from the ferryboat Ken- 
tucky of the East cg ns og Street line 
while the boat was making a trip from 
Williamsburg to Manhattan. 

On the ferryboat she confided to another 
woman whose acquaintance she made that 
she had had trouble with her husband, 
and before she told what the trouble was 
she rushed out of the cabin and leaped 
from the stern of the boat into the water.

State Reservation Employes Save Buf- 
falo Woman Who Sought Death in 
the Cataract.

HIGH LICENSE FOR VERMONT. 


Bill Favorably Reported to Legislature 
—State Dispensary Measure Has 
Strong Advocates. 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Nov. 13.—For the 
first time in half a century, a majority of 
the Temperance Committee of the Legis- 
lature is in favor of license, with the result 
that to-day the local option high-license 
bill was reported favorably to the General 
Assembly. The bill has the indorsement 
of thirteen members of the committee, 


while twelve members reported a dispen- 
sary bill. 

The opinion prevails among the legisla- 
tors that the contest will be a bitter one 
between the supporters of the two meas- 
ures, with advocates of a new prohibitory 
bill ready at any moment to offer their 
draft as a compromise. 


FOUR WORKMEN KILLED 
IN FURNACE EXPLOSION. 


Forty Others Injured, Some Probably 
Fatally, in Steel Manufacturing 
Plant at Lebanon, Penn, 


LEBANON, Penn., Nov. 13.—The explo- 
sion of a large boiler in scrap puddle fur- 
nace No, 8, at the west works of the Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s plant late this afternoon caused the 
death of four workmen, and about forty 
others were more or less seriously injured. 

The boiler exploded without warning, and 
in an instant the entire place was black 
with death-dealing débris. The wreck and 
ruin of the nine immediate puddle furnaces 
was complete. 

Thousands of persons were attracted to 
the scene, and weeping women and children 


crowded about the place making frantic 
efforts to obtain tidings of their loved 
ones. 

Physicians were called from every quar- 
ter of the city, and the hospital ambulances 
and other vehicles were hurried into serv- 
ice. The offices of the works were at once 
converted into a hospital, and a corps of 
nurses from the Good Samaritan Hospital 
were brought to the place. Many of the 
injured, it is believed, cannot live through 
the night. 

It is feared the list of dead will be ma- 
terially increased when the ruins of the 
nine wrecked puddle furnaces are explored. 
The exploded boiler was hurled high into 
the air, and passed over the offices, bury- 
ing itself in the south bank of Quittapa- 
hilla Creek, several hundred yards away. 
The plant has been closed, and workmen 
are removing the débris.

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COAL SOLD AT $12 A TON 


Dealers Blame Speculators for 
Present High Prices. 


Demand for Anthracite Cannot Be Sup- 
plied, but Situation, It Is Expected, 
Will Soon Be Relieved. 


Although coal dealers and operators 
agreed that the shipments to tidewater 
were increasing, domestic anthracite was 
as hard to buy yesterday as during the 
days of the strike. 

The retail price ranged all the way from 
$6.50 to $11 and $12 a ton. As a rule those 
who quoted $6.50 had none to sell, and 
those who charged higher prices blamed it 
on the ubiquitous speculators who charged 
a premium’ to the regular dealers on any 
they had managed to secure. 

A large number of dealers who were seen 
agreed on one point, and that was that 
coal was scarce. A member of the firm of 
J. Rheinfrank & Co., foot of East Four- 
teenth Street, said: 

“We have no coal at present. All we 
can get is in lots of about 100 tons at a 
time. The yards in this neighborhood are 
nearly all bare of ecoal. What comes to 
tidewater Is so thinly spread over a large 
area that its effect is not seen.” 

Thomas Thedford, 293 Third Avenue, said: 

“We cannot supply our customers. The 
price is $6.50 a ton when we can get the 
coal, but we have none at present. The 
small lots which are dribbled out to us 
from time to time are only a drop in the 
bucket. Of course in a week or two the 
situation will be relieved.”’ 

Thomas Stokes, 804 Tenth Avenue, said 
that the price was $6.50 a ton, but there 
was none on hand for immediate delivery. 
Asked what the value of a fixed price was 
when there was no coal to deliver, he said: 

“If we wanted to pay a premium of $3 
a ton on coal to speculators we could have 
it, and it would cost our customers just 


that much more. It is only a matter of a 
week or two, I think, when there will be 
relief,’’ 

Regirding the coal supposed to be in the 
hands of speculators, he said he believed it 
came from the individual operators. They 
were a law to themselves when it came to 
prices, 

The price was $7.50 a ton at Henry Berg- 
horn’s yards, 2,330 First Avenue, but his 
representative said yesterday that even at 
this price it could not be promised for im- 
mediate delivery. He was reminded that 
Mr. Berghorn was the first to sell coal at 
the schedule price of $6.50 a ton. He ad- 
mitted this, but said that to supply cus- 
temers some high priced coal had to be 
bovght from speculators. 

A representative of Hencken & Wellen- 
brock, Ninety-fourth Street and First Ave- 
nue, and foot of East Fourth Street, saia 
that No. 2 nut was $9 a ton, and the ordi- 
nary domestic sizes were $11 and $12 a ton. 
Iie blamed the high prices upon the indi- 
vidual operators, who, he said, sold to spec- 
ulators, who, in turn, sold to dealers who 
had to get it to keep up their trade. 

At the office of J. Samuel Smoot, -'resi- 
dent of the Ketail Coal Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, it was stated that the firm was two 
weeks behind in its orders. A member of 
the firm said: 

“We have coal, but we are putting it out 
eparingly. There is no need for any alarm, 
I believe. By next week I think .rere will 
be pienty coming in.”’ 

Frederick E. Saward, editor of The Coal 
Trade Journal, said that the great dem .nd 
for coal made matters appear worse than 
they were. 

‘It must be remembered,’’ he said, *‘ that 
several millions of tons of coal which is 
stored in the cellars of householders dur- 
ing the Summer is missing this vear. Ev- 
ery one is nervous about coal, and ihe Geal- 
ers are swamped with orders which come 
in faster than they can be filled. About 
40,00 or 35,000 tons of coal comes io tide 
water here every day. This would help to 
relieve the situation if every one was not 
ciamoring for coal. The high-priced cual is 
from. the mines of the individual operators, 
who are taking advantage of the present 
situation. When every oné gets a little, 
the excitement about coal will subside. A 
week or two will show a great change for 
the better.”’ 

Brooklyn is worse off than Manhaitan, 
Dealers there said yesterday that some «us- 
tomers had been waiting four weeks and 
more for coai. Many yards weré bare. In 
the Bay Ridge section householders, who in 
former years bought anthracite in ten-wmn 
lots were buying it by the bushel .rom 
peddlers. 


Brought from Matteawan to Have His 
Sanity Tested—Witnesses in Mur- 
der Case Said to be Dead. 


After four years spent in the Matteawan 
Asylum for the Criminal Insane, Charles 
Shapiro, accused of the deliberate murder 
of Louis Lieberman in 1897, was transferred 
to-the Tombs yesterday afternoon, Under 
an order of Justice Ernest Hall, before 
whom he was brought on a writ of habeas 
corpus, he will be examined by a lunacy 
commission. If he is sane he will be tried 
for murder in the first degree; if he is still 
insane he will be returned to Matteawan. 

Two months after the murder of Lieber- 
man, who was shot to death in the east side 
of this city, Shapiro was indicted. That 
was in December, 1897. Early in 1898, how- 
ever, a commission adjudged him insane, 
and he was sent to the asylum, there to 


remain with the indictment hanging over 
his head until such time as there should 
be a permanent decision as to his mental 
condition. Recently his lawyer, Alexander 
S. Rosenthal, came forward with the as- 
sertion that the man had become sane, 
and ought to have a trial. The physicians 
of the asylum maintained that their patient 
had not recovered. 

The prisoner. was produced in court on 
the writ of habeas sores and sat quietly 
beside an officer. Dr. Allison of the asylum 
was present, and an Assistant District At- 
torney argued that Shapiro should be re- 
committed to Matteawan. At first Justice 
Hall said he would name a commission to 
go to Matteawan and examine the man 
there, but Mr. Rosenthal pleaded that he 
had no funds with which to pay the ex- 
penses of travel for such a commission, 
and so the order sending Shapiro to the 
Tombs was signed. The commission, con- 
sisting of two physicians and one layman, 
probably will be appointed to-day. 

In arguing for the retention of the pris- 
oner, the Assistant District Attorney re- 
marked that the witnesses in the case were 
supposed to be dead, and so, even though 
Shapiro were really guilty, there would be 
little chance to convict him. Justice Hall 
replied that if the witnesses were dead and 
the man was sane, he had the right to 
his freedom.

Public Schoolboys Took Their Teacher 
at Her Word to Her Dismay. 


The boy pupils of Public School No. 55, in 

West Twentieth Street, on Wednesday ita.ct 
established a precedent which tends to de- 
stroy a long-held tradition of schoolboy 
days, when pupils dreamed that some Gay 
they would be big and strong enough to 
administer to the teacher the same style 
and amount of punishment which was 
meted out to them for various breaches or 
deportment. The pupils, In this case, re- 
versed this tradition, and as a consequence 
some fifteen or twenty of them, with their 
teacher and Principal, were in the Chu- 
dren's Court before Justice Mayer yester- 
day with George Edward Gowan, a smell, 
weak-looking lad, as complainant aga‘nst 
the boys, whom he charged with assault.

BOY FREIGHT THIEVES CAUGHT. 


Three of a Band of About Fifteen Ar- 
raigned and Held. 


Three boys, the youngest ten years old 
and the eldest fourteen, were before Jus- 
tice Mayer in the Children’s Court yester- 
day charged with grand larceny by John 
J. Loftus, the general dispatcher of the 
New York Central Railroad in the com- 


_pany’s yards on the upper west side. They 


were Herman Peters of 239 West Sixty- 
seventh Street, Angelo Gellela of 304 West 
Sixty-ninth Street, and Louis Ducey of 
369 West Sixty-ninth Street. They were 
charged with breaking the seals of freight 
ears and stealing goods, including meat, 
from the refrigerator cars, canned goods, 
and brass, all to the value of $1,000. 

The boys are said to be only three of a 
band which numbers about fifteen, and 
which has been systematically and with 
considerable daring and boldness robbing 
the cars and yards of everything they 


might get of value. 
Gellela to Justice 


The story told cd 
Mayer, and which the latter characterized 


as being more impressive than any story 
he had yet heard in that court, as showing 
the utter lack of moral sense or appre- 
ciation of the gravity of the crime, was 
that the gang descended into the railroad 
yards by means of a rope attached to the 
wall above on Seventy-second Street.

Peters told Loftus where 
much of the stuff was buried, and the dis- 
patcher found it exactly where the boy had 
said it was located. It consisted of brass 
taken from machinery and plumbing goods 
of all kinds. 

Justice Mayer held all three for examina- 
tion. The police expect to arrest more of 
the gang. 


TARRANT SUIT DISMISSED. 


Claim for $25,000 Damages on Account 
of a Death in the Drug Com- 
pany’s Building. 


The trial of the first of thirty suits 
against the Tarrant Drug Company, whose 
building was burned two years ago, has 
resulted in a victory for the company. The 
suit of Mrs. Rosa Schuck, who claimed 
$25,000 damages on account of the death 
of her son in the explosion accompanying 
the fire, was dismissed by Justice Freed- 
man in the Supreme Court yesterday. The 
plaintiff named as co-defendants in the 
suit the drug firms of Rogers & Pyatt and 
McKesson Robbins, who, she alleged, 
had stored high explosives in the building 
prior to the day of the fatal explosion. 

In dismissing the complaint, after many 
witnesses had been heard, Justice Freed- 
man said that there was no testimony that 
fixed the responsibility, and none to prove 
that young Schuck had been killed by ex- 
plosives belonging to the defendants. 

The other suits that have been begun call 
for damages aggregating nearly $1,000,000. 


BURKE TRUSTEES IN COURT. 


Permission Asked to Sell Minnesota 
Lands for the Relief Fund. 


Another step toward the realization of 
John M. Burke's $4,000,000 philanthropic 
scheme was taken in the Supreme Court 
yesterday when the Trustees of the Wini-

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BISSERT’S BAIL FORFEITED 


Bench Warrant Issued for the ex- 
Wardman’s Arrest. 


Failed to Appear When Case Was Called 
to Ascertain Whether He Was 
Still Within Reach. 


Recorder Goff yesterday, at the request 
of Assistant District Attorney Gans, for- 
feited a $2,500 bail bond, offered as surety 
for ex-Wardman Bissert by John H. Iden, 
grocer of 100 East Fourth Street, and issued 
a bench warrant for Bissert’s arrest. The 
action was taken after the latter had failed 
to respond when called to trial before the 
Recorder in Part IV., Court of General Ses- 
sions, on a charge of bribery. 

The charge grew out of Bissert’s conduct 
while wardman of ex-Captain Diamond at 
the East Fifth Street station in 1900. The 
complainant was Lena Schmidt, who kept 
a disorderly house at 27 Stuyvesant Street 
and charged Bissert with having extorted 
$550 from her on one occasion and $50 on 
another. He was indicted on each charge. 
On the first of these he was convicted last 
December and sentenced to Sing Sing for 
five years. Of this term he actually served 
six months before the Appellate Division 
gave him a new trial. 

District Attorney Jerome, who sent the 
case to the Court of Appeals and expects 
a decision from that,tribunal shortly, want- 
ed to ascertain whether or not Bissert was 
within reach and therefore had the case 
against him under the second indictment 
placed on the calendar of the Recorder's 
court. 

Frederick B. House appeared as counsel 
for Bissert. He told the court that he had 
had such short notice of the District At- 
torney’s action that he had found it im- 
possible to notify his client to be on hand. 
Mr. Gans then asked the Recorder to for- 
feit Bissert’s bail bond, which the latter 
did, placing a bench warrant for the ex- 
wardman’s arrest in the hands of Detective 
Sergeant McNaught. 

The request of Mr. Gans led to an ex- 
citing encounter between the two lawyers, 
which began with a wordy wrangle in the 
court room and wound up in the corridor 
with a scene of disorder, during which the 
intervention of the court officers alone 
prevented them from coming to blows. 

Mr. House began by saying that he doubt- 
ed whether his client’s bond on the second 
indictment was still in force, as Bissert had 
been surrendered on another charge, con- 
victed, and sent to prison, since the bond 
was presented, 

‘“*IT have sent for the bond, your Honor,” 
said Mr. Gans addressing the court, “to 
show that this statement of Mr. House is as 
reliable as some other statements he has 
made.”’ 

**What!”’ retorted Mr. House angrily, 
“Do you mean to insinuate that I have 
made untruthful statements to the court?’ 

The Recorder called counsel to order 
sharply and Mr Gans made no reply. 

After the Recorder had acted upon the 
motion of Mr. Gans the latter left the court 
room. He was followed by Mr. House, who 
blocked Mr, Gans’s way in the corridor and 
shouted to him, and a violent quarrel en- 
sued. Mr. House raised an umbrella in a 
threatening manner, whereupon a court of- 
ficer interfered and parted the two men. 

Mr. Gans said last night that the case of 
Wardman Bissert had been placed on the 
calendar solely to ascertain whether he was 
within the jurisdiction of the court or not. 
When he is brought in on the bench war- 
rant, he will have to put up bail in a much 
higher amount to be released. 

When Bissert came back from Sing Sing, 
after having been granted a new trial by 
the Appellate Division, he drew a terrible 
picture of his experiences in prison and is 
quoted as saying that whatever might hap- 
pen_he would never return there. His life 
at Sing Sing was torment from beginning 
to finish through the action of prisoners 
he had helped to convict, and at the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office it is felt that Bis- 
sert would do almost anything to avoid 
a repetition of his sufferings. 

John H, Iden said last night that a 
Deputy Sheriff had come to his grocery 
store at 61 First Avenue early in the even- 
ing to execute a judgment for the amount 
of the bond. 

‘“That was the first I knew about the 
District Attorney’s action,” said Mr. Iden. 
“I was dumfounded and thought the man 
was joking. As far as I understand I ful- 
filled my last obligation as Bissert’s surety 
when I produced him on the trial on which 
he was convicted and sent to prison. I am 
not surety in the case on appeal. The bond 
in the case was furnished by Joseph Stolz- 
enberg, Bissert’s brother-in-law. I will 
consult my lawyer to-morrow about the 
matter and will then see the District At- 
torney.”’ 

Mr. Iden said he did not know where Bis- 
sert was, as he had made no effort to keep 
track of him, but had been told that the 
ex-wardman was with his father in the 
Borough of the Bronx. 


DETECTIVE SERGEANTS’ STATUS | 


Justice Bischoff Decides That This 
Grade Is Held Only at the Pleas- 
ure of the Commissioner. 


hat Police Commissioner Partridge act- 
ed legally when he reduced to the ranks or 
otherwise deprived 130 *‘ Murphy” Detec- 
tive Sergeants of their grade and salary 
of $2,000 a year was the gist of a decision 
handed down yesterday by Supreme Court 
Justice Henry Bischoff. The case on 
which the decision was rendered was that 
of ex-Detective Sergeant ‘‘ Eddy ” Sugden, 
William S. Devery’s right hand man, who 
is now supposed to do the duty of a pa- 
trolman, against Police Commissioner Part- 
ridge. 

A decision had been rendered in the case 
of Lahey vs. the Police Commissioner 
that the grade of Detective Sergeant was 
not permanent, as had been contended, 
after April 1, 1901. Justice Bischoff’s de- 
cision establishes that the men of this 
grade in the Detective Bureau hold it at 
the pleasure of the Commissioner, and that 
the only competitive examination they can 
enter under the civil service rules is for 
the grade of Roundsman or for Ser- 
geantcies, and not, as was supposed, for 
Captaincies. 

The decision will be appealed to the Ap- 
pellate Division, and, if sustained there, to 
the Court of Appeals. . 

Commissioner Partridge has appointed a 
few members of the Detective Bureau to 
the grade of Detective Sergeant, and they 
fully recognize that the advancement is 
simply a detail at an average advance in 
salary of $600 a year. 


CLEARING BRIDGE WRECKAGE. 


Damaged Footbridges on the New East 
River Span Cut Loose. 


The Roebling Construction Company yes- 
terday began the work of removing the 
foot bridges that were damaged on the 
New East River Bridge Monday night as 
a result of the fire on the New York tower 
of the structure. The foot bridge on the 
Williamsburg side was first removed, and 


the fact that traffic was stopped just be- 
fore the temporary structure was cut loose 
from the main cables, gave rise to a re- 
port that the foot bridge had fallen by 
accident, and that traffic was stopped by 
the police for that reason. 

Chief Engineer Nichols yesterday made 
a report concerning the fire to Bridge Com- 
missioner Lindenthal. It was along the 
same lines as the statement he made a 
few days ago with reference to the fire. 


Dockbuilder Dies in a Saloon. 
Charles Bond, fifty-five years old, a 
dockbuilder, of 345 East Twenty-first 
Street, died suddenly in the back room of 


Andrew Sheridan's saloon at 375 First Ave- 
nue last night. Dr. Halliwell, the Bellevue 
Hospital ambulance surgeon summoned, 
said he believed the man died from heart 
disease. ‘

it is reported here that the President is 
really incensed at Pritchard. The latter and 
other Southern Republicans who are now 
in Washington say that what they call the 
“ back-down ”’ of the President was brought 
about by J. S. Clarkson, Collector of the 
Port of New York City. The view of Clark- 
gon is understood to be that the several 
Southern States, excepting West Virginia 
and Maryland, are Democratic, and will be 
s0 at the election of 1904, and that the 
negroes hold the balance of power in New 
York, Ohio, Indiana, West Virginia, Ili-

Agia- 
bampo, a deep-weter harbor on the Gulf 
of California, in old Mexico, will be the 
Pacific terminus of the road. 

The Rock Island will be extended from 
El Paso. The Rock Island has secured con- 
trol of a road known as the Rio Grande, 
San Madre and Pacific, which extended 
southwest from El Paso to Terrazas, Mex- 
ico, a distance of 178 miles. From Terrazas 
sufveys have been made to Agiabampo 
through Tulaca and St. Rosa, Mexico, fol- 

lowing the course of the Rio Mayo River 
to Santa Cruz on the Pacific Coast. 

From Santa Cruz the coast line will be 
followed for fifteen milés to Agaibampo. 
Construction work south of Terrazas will 
be begun in the next few months. 


MORE MAINE TROLLEY LINES. 


Two Hundred Miles to be Built in a 
Year—Gov. Hill Heavily Interested. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BANGOR, Me., Nov. 13.—It is expected 
that within the next year 200 more miles of 
electric railway will be built in Maine, 
making a total mileage for the State of 500 
miles. 

Gov. Hill is the largest holder of electric 
railway stock in the State, being principal 
owner in three of the most important lines, 
and being now engaged in making arrange- 
ments for the building of extensions of 
these lines, aggregating 100 miles of track. 
Rockland and Augusta would be brought 
within forty-five miles of each other by 
rail, just one-half the present distance by 
the steam road. 

Thomas J. Lynch, F. G. Kingsman, H. G. 
Staples, and C. R. Whitten of Augusta, and 
F. 8S. Thorne of Gardiner are to build two 
lines from Augusta to Waterville, a dis- 
tance of twenty miles, one on either side 
of the Kennebec River. A road is to be 


built in Aroostook County, connecting sev- 
eral important .towns; one in Hancock 
County, from Ellsworth to Castine; an 
extension of the Bangor and Hampden 
line to Winterport and Frankfort, and 
several other short lines. 

At present there is a continuous system 
of electric roads from Brunswick to Port- 
land, and thence to Biddeford, Saco, and 
York, and in the near future, by this 
building of a link between Gardiner and 
Brunswick, the system will be made con- 
tinuous from Augusta to York, traversing 
the most thickly populated section of the 
State on a route practically parallel with 
the steam roads. 


RAILROAD INSURED ITSELF. 


The Northern Pacific Did Not Replace 
Its Expired Schedule. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—It has just been 
learned that the Northern Pacific Railroad 
insurance, one of the largest schedules in 
the West, has not been replaced since it 
expired on Oct. 21, and that the road is 
now carrying its own risk. 

The schedule amounts to $20,000,000, and 
the company has always carried a third of 
the risk, placing about $13,000,000 with the 
Western railway underwriters. Losses have 
been so heavy that the syndicate was 
forced to make a material increase in 
rates, and when the railroad heard of this 
it decided to carry its own line, for a 
while at least. This was because the 
notice of the increase in rates came after 
the appropriations had been made on the 
old basis, it is said. 


LEASED BY ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Road Gets Chicago, St. Louis and New 
Orleans Line for $18,888,000.

MEMPHIS, Nov. 13.—The Illinois Central 
has secured control of the Chicago, St. 
Louis and New Orleans Railroad Company 
by a lease, a copy of which has been filed 
at the County Clerk’s office, Trigg, Ky. 

The lease includes the road from Mem- 
phis to Louisville, formerly the property 
o* the Chesapeake and Ohio Southwestern, 
the Falls of Rough Road, from Owensbor- 
ough to Horeb Branch, and the branch 
lines from Cecilia to Hodgenville. It runs 
for ninety-nine years, dating from Sept. 15, 
1897. 

The consideration is $18,888,000 first mort- 
gage gold bonds of the Illinois Central, out 
of a fotal issue of $25,000,000 on the prop- 
erty leased 


ANN HARBOR SUIT JUDGMENTS. 


Allowances for Expenses of the Com- 
mittee of Reorganization. 


The last step in the decision of the suit 
that was brought some time ago against 
the Ann Harbor Railroad Company of Geor- 
gia and R. W. Gallaway, C. J. Lawrence, 
G, W. Quintard and another, A. F. Eno, 
and R. D. Murray, a committee of reor- 
ganization of the railroad, by the Home 
Insurance Company of New York, the Sev- 
enth National Bank and the New York 
County Bank, was taken yesterday when 
judgments in favor of the defendants, as 
allowance for expenses, were filed in the 
office of the County Clerk. 

The judgments are against all three of the 
complainants and in favor of the several 
defendants as follows: R. W. Gallaway, 
$306; C. J. Lawrence, $217; G. W. Quintard 
and another. $217: A. F. Eno. $215; R. D. 
Murray, $215, and the Ann Harbor Rail- 
road Company, $946. 

The suit, which was for about $600,000, 
was decided in favor of the defendants by 
Judge Brown, as referee, on the evidence 
submitted by the complainants. 





MR. GOMPERS’S WARNING. 


He Tells Federation of Labor What 
Perils Beset Jurisdiction Claims 
of Different Labor Bodies. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 13.—Pres. Samuel 
Gompers at the opening of the convention 
of the American Federation of Labor to-day 
delivered an impassioned warning to the 
members of the organization that the im- 
mediate future of trade and labor assem- 
blies was seriously endangered by the con- 
flicting claims of jurisdiction made by dif- 


ferent bodies. 

Unless such things were approached in 
calmness and handled with moderation, he 
declared, the labor organizations of the 
country would soon be involved in a con- 
flict which by comparison would dwarf all 
the struggles in which labor organizations 
have been engaged thus far. 

The matter unless checked, he asserted, 
would come to a point where laboring men 
would fight with laboring men from behind 
barricades in the manner in which men 
deal with their mortal foes. 

His warning of danger and his counsels 
of peace and moderation met a hearty re- 
sponse from the assembled delegates an 
wild applause greeted the speaker as he 
closed that portion of his annual address 
in which he had pointed out the perils 
which in his opinion will surely come un- 
less methods are altered and aitered soon. 

The first day of the convention, aside 
from the address of President Gompers, 
was not of great interest to outsiders.

SUGGESTS UNIVERSAL 
COIN DENOMINATIONS 


Secretary Shaw’s Speech Before | 
Foreign Commerce Delegates. 





Admiral Dewey and Foreign Ambas- 
sadors Also Make Addresses at 
the Washington Dinner. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—A banquet was 
given at the Arlington Hotel to-night in 
hodnor of the representatives of foreign com- 
mercial bodies who came over to America 
to attend the dedication of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce Building, and who 
arrived in Washington from the metropo- 
lis for a short visit to-day. In addition to 
the foreigners there were present Secretary 
Shaw and Postmaster General Payne, Ad- 
miral Dewey, Gens. Corbin, Young, and 
Wood, members of the Diplomatic Corps, 
and local business men. 

A. Barton Hepburn, the Chairman of the 
Committee of Reception of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, sat at the head of 
the table with Ambassador Cambon of 
France on his right and Ambassador lfer- 
bert of Great Britain on his left, while to 
the right and left of the Ambassadors were 
seated respectively Prince Henry of Pless 
and Count Quadt of the German Embassy. 
Gen. Young was to have made a speech, 
but left the hall early, before there was 
an opportunity to deliver it. 

Secretary Shaw said that the spread of 
intelligence and the prudence of commerce 
were making for international, peace, and 
continued: 

“The consent of rulers to engage in wars 
involving the expenditure of well-nigh 
limitless blood and treasure has not always 
been difficult to obtain. Statesmen have 
not always trembled as they have declared 
war and made appropriations for its main- 
tenance. But commerce trembles. It counts 
the cost. Commerce is not wanting in am- 
bition, but it is never ambitious to 
squander the accumulations of centuries 
in rebuking the injury of a day. And so, 
gentlemen of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the Empire State, our hosts, and dis- 
tinguished guests from foreign chambers, 
I felicitate you all, and thank my God that 
the day has come when nations shall no 
longer war without cause, when great 
navies are no longer looked upon as threat- 
ening the peace of the world, and when 


‘ 
armaments and fortifications have lost 
much of their terror. 

‘“*I do not know that the world will ever 
adopt uniform standards of weight and 
measures, but I am convinced that such 
a course would be to the advantage of 
commerce, and if this ever shall be accom- 
plished, the metric system, for which we 
acknowledge indebtedness to nations repre- 
sented here to-night, will of necessity af- 
ford the solution. it is evident that all 
values will soon be measured in gold. In 
fact,” this is already done internationally, 
and Governments that provide anything 
else than the gold standard for. local use 
impose a tax upon every international 
transaction sufficient to bar their people 
from competition in the world’s commerce. 
I do not know that the world will ever 
adopt universal dehominations of money, 
but if it shall, I am satisfied that the unit 
of value will be divided into tenths and 
hundreds, for this would be for the con- 
venience of commerce. 

““I may be dreaming when I suggest that 
some time, perhaps far off, and possibly 
nearer than we think, the prices current of 
the world will be written in a common lan- 
guage, and in uniform measures of quantity 
and denominations of money, but if so, my 
excuse then for the vision shall be that 
more than one dream of yesterday is pay- | 
ing dividends to-day.” 

After Secretary Shaw had finished the 
evening was given over to informal speech- 
making. Ambassador Cambon proposed a 
toast to the President of the United States, 
which was drunk standing. After that a 
toast was proposed to the rulers of the 
foreign countries represented at the ban- | 
quet, to which responses were made by 
Ambassador Cambon, Ambassador Herbert, 
and Prince Henry of Pless, They all con- 
tained cordial references to President 
Roosevelt, The Chairman then called in 
succession on Admiral Dewey, Gen. Corbin, 
Sir Albert K. Rollit, and Messrs. J. Y. 
Henderson and F,. Faithful Begg.

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ABOUT ORDINARY MAN 


College President Places Respon- 
sibility for Household Drudgery. 


Suppositions About Reversed Conditions 


Introduced at the Banquet of the 
Emma Willard Association. 


A man is responsible for the devotion of 
women to household drudgery, Miss Thom- 
as, President of Bryn Mawr College, told 
the members of the Emma Willard Asso- 
ciation yesterday at their twelfth anrmal 
banquet at Sherry’s. Only two or three 
men were present when Miss Thomas 
spoke, and a long line of Presidents and 
Deans, sitting at the President's table and 
representing every other woman’s college 
in the country, listened with smiles of sat- 
isfaction, 

“It seems to me,’’ Miss Thomas said, 
“that the German women of to-day are 
the counterpart of our women in the early 
part of the last century. They make a 
fetich of household duties. An unmarried 
woman whom I knew when I was in Ger- 
many, the sister of one of the professors, 
spent every morning in the kitchen of her 
apartment, cooking for herself, and when I 
asked her why she did it she said it was 
because it was womanly. I saw a man and 
his wife in Leipsic buying. kitchen utensils 
together. The wife was not considered ca- 
pable of buying them alone. Women should 
be willing to cook and dust if it is neces- 


.Sary, but they should realize that it is not 


an intellectual occupation, and endeavor to 
broaden the mental horizon. 

‘**I wonder if we would have much. re- 
spect for the men of our families if the 
conditions had been reversed. Suppose men 
had been educated in singing and dancing 
and, say, harness making. Suppose, after 
having obtained his education, a man de- 
voted himself to currying his horses, pol- 
ishing harnesses, and making horseshoes 
and seldom went out except to buy hay 
and oats,,and then discussed with the peo- 


ple he met only the mistakes of the stable 
boys. Should we care much tor the opin- 
ions of men, much as we might ilove 
them? 

** Don’t women spend too much time with 
their babies, forgetting that the time the 
children need the mother most is when they 
go out into the world, and that then they 
turn to others who have had a wider ex- 
perience? It seems natural to give the 
broader education to men, for they are the 
bread winners, but the women shouid 
have the best, for they must educate their 
children, and they have the narrower lives. 
It is to be hoped that the greater number 
of college women will spend their lives in 
their own homes, for we want the children 
of college-educated mothers. Many people 
think that household duties shouid be 
taught in college, but the time is short, 
and we expect the college women to have 
the ability to become the best of workers 
and dishwashers, and we shall have a new 
generation of cooks and housekeepers.” 

Miss Pendleton of Wellesley College told 
the association that she was looking for- 
ward to the time when the girls’ college 
will not be looked upon as a curiosity and 
the people will give no more thought to 
what the college girl is doing at Vassar 
than they do to the work and play of her 
brother at Harvard. 

A feature of the day was a toast to Em- 
ma Willard, proposed by. the oldest living 
graduate of the school, Mrs, Whitman Phil- 
ips, a white-haired woman, who was grad- 
uated in 1830 from what was then known 
as the Troy Female Seminary. Her voice 
could not be heard in all parts of the big 
banquet hall as she gave the toast: ‘“ To 
the .woman of yesterday whose hand has 
moved the wheels of progress down the 
nineteenth century at the rate of forty 
miles an hour.” 

Mrs. Sage, President and founder of the 
association, presided, and Mr. Sage in a 
letter of regret told; of his admiration for 
the Emma Willard School, not only for its 
general work, but for what it had done for 
his wife. 

Mrs, Sage returned the compliment by 
saying that people asked her ye A if 
she really felt that the school had done 
anything for her. 

‘*“And I tell them,” she said, “‘ that it 
was through my going to Troy that I met 
Mr. Sage, and so I owe everything to it.”

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THE CUBAN WORM. 

That the Cuban worm partakes the 
characteristics of his kind in showing 2 
disposition, when trampled, to turn, is a 
truth which we might have acquired by 
analogy and reasoning. Congress has 
fcrced us to acquire it, yet once more, by 
experience. We have set Cuba free. Our 
position thereupon, as represented by 
OXNARD, is that Cuba cannot possibly be 
too grateful to us, and that, if we main- 
tain our Dingley exclusiveness against 
this child of our invention, or interven- 
tion, the child ought to be too grateful 
t» be starved to death by so noble a 
parent and benefactor. The Cuban point 
of view, we now find, is different. Cuba 
resents being starved to death, Cuba 
even finds that the concession of “ 2‘) 
per cent.” in favor of her products, from 
the uttermost Chinese rates of Dingley, 
is inadequate as a compensation for the. 
sacrifices we have demanded of her. 
The trampled worm has the cheek, if a 
werm can be said to have a cheek, to de- 
mand an equivalent when it makes a 
bargain. 

Cuba is in a better position to demand 
the equivalent than she was a year ago, 
by reason of the withdrawal of the cu- 
gar bounties in Europe, and the conse- 
quent probability that she can sell her 
sugar crop at a profit in any neutral 
market. Hence the hurried conferences 
of which we read in the Washington dis- 
If Cuba had been shut up to 
us as a customer she would scarcely 
heve ventured on so high a tone. But 
now Cuba, by our action, is directed to 
looking for other customers. It even ap- 
pears likely that she has found them, 
That puts a new face on the procedures 
of OXNARD and his confederates or vic- 
tims in Congress. It is no longer a que3- 
t:on of magnanimity or comity or inter- 
national decency, or of any other of the 
things that OXNARD and his accomplices 
scouted. It is a question of business. We 
shall be surprised if the business inter- 
ests concerned in the Cuban trade do not 
bring that difference forcibly to the al- 
tention of the next session of Congress.

Leaders are displaced by successful ri- 
vals, not thrown overboard by mumbling 
s: »~es emerging from the deserved ob- 
scurity of a somewhat remote and dis- 
graceful past. Republicans of high 
moral purposes have misled legions of 
whales with false hopes in respect to the 
person of the Hon. THomas C. PLatr. A 
like disappointment is in store for the 
cetaceans now spouting off Albany. 
Besides, the Democracy of New York 
is not so far gone inidiocy asto wish the 
Gismissal of HiLu in order that MurPuy 
of Troy may be exalted to the leader- 
ship. Mr. MurpHy, Judge HERRIcK, and 
Smits M. WEED have never publicly ex- 
plained why so many Democratic votes 
went to OpDELL in Rensselaer, Albany, 
and Clinton. It is the general belief that 
they were false to the ticket. Mr. Hin 
has at times been unwise, he may be 
selfish and not above resentment; but if 
he had ends of his own, he at any rate 
sought to attain them by means which 
were helpful to his party. He came very 
near restoring it to power. Mr. MURPHY 
and his associates in the Jonah under- 
defeat 
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Hirur, They were willing to rob the 
party of its victory in order to accom- 
plish his discomfiture. Their policy is 
absolutely sterile. His, 
would very likely have borne the fruit of 
success. HILL was the foe of CROKER. 
MurRPHY was his ally and associate. 
This is enough to determine the attitude 
of the party toward the two men. 


“ NON-RECOGNITION.” 

It will impress itself upon the mind of 
the average reader of the statements sub- 
mitted to the Arbitration Commission by 
the coal road Presidents, that they de- 
vote more space to affirming their un- 
_alterable determination not to recog- 
nize the union, nor to permit the com- 
mission to recognize it, than is quite 
consistent with a determination not to 
recognize it. In point of fact, they are 
giving it the most formal kind of recog- 
nition, though perhaps in the way best 
calculated to prolong the trouble which 
led to the strike and kept it alive for 
five months. 

This discussion of the status of the 
United Mine Workers before the com- 
ruission is obviously premature and from 
every point of view gratuitous. The 
Commissioners probably understand very 
well their duty under the agreement in 
accordance with which they were ap- 
pcinted, The statement of the demands 
of the miners, which President MITCHELL 
was permitted to present, was an ex 
parte statement and could not be other- 
wise regarded. It committed the com- 
mission to nothing, and in no sense de- 
fined the limits of their inquiry or im- 
pesed a duty other than that which 
weuld have devolved upon them had Mr. 
MITCHELL’s statement not been written. 
Equally ex parte and without weight iu 
determining the action of the commis- 
sion are the replies of the coal road 
Presidents and owners of representative 
collieries, 

In view of the fact that he is, in some 
sense, “fighting outside the breast- 
works,” Mr. MITCHELL showed very good 
judgment in raising as he did the ques- 
tion of the recognition of the union in 
future relations between mine owners 
and miners, Probably it was in the hope 
of calling out just such a reply as the 
operators have made. If so, he has suc- 
ceeded beyond reasonable expectation; 
but it is difficult to understand why the 
operators should have fallen headlong 
into the trap he laid for them. Nothing 
that could have happened would have 
strengthened Mr. MITCHELL as much as 
this has done, or tended more effec- 
tually to solidify the union and make it 
more tolerant of violations of the terms 
of the modus vivendi in the “ slugging ”’ 
of non-union miners and mine laborers. 
As an answer to so much of Mr. MITCH- 
ELL’s statement as related to the recog- 
nition of the union, it would have been 
sufficient for the operators to refer the 
Commissioners to the terms of the agree- 
ment under which they act. The opera- 
tors have heen badly advised from the 
first, or perhaps not advised at all. If 
Mr. Baer had made the rwtle, and se- 
cured for it the concurrence of all for 
whom he acted, that every statement 
made by or on behalf of the operators 
should be approved by counsel before be- 
ing submitted to the public, many ill- 
considered and foolish utterances would 
have been avoided. Perhaps it is not too 
late to adopt this plan of avoiding un- 
necessary declarations which can serve 
only to embarrass the Commissioners in 
the difzicult and delicate work before 
them. 


THE COST OF JUDGESHIPS. 


One of the most significant incidents 
of the recent election, and, after his re- 
election, the most inspiriting, is the re- 
port of his campaign expenditure filed 
by Justice JoHN CLINTON GRAY. It was 
that he had expended nothing. 

It is hardly worth while to discuss the 
expediency or the decency of campaign 
expenditures by candidates for the bench, 
The practice of contribution, sometimes 
in very large amounts, exists. It is 
adopted or submitted to by some men of 
undoubted integrity and independence. 
By these it is defended, or excused, by 
reasoning of no little plausibility and in- 
genuity.” We must admit that it is not 
necessarily an indication that the men 
who make contribution either regard 
themselves as unfaithful to the highest 
ideal of judicial purity or actually are 
so. But the fact remains that if no con- 
tributions were ever made, there would 
be no such opportunity as now arises for 
mere money to influence the nomination, 
and there would be no occasion for the 
suspicion which now prevails that money 
sometimes outweighs brains and charac- 
ter as a qualification for nomination and 
election. It is not easy to imagine any 
Judge, pure, high-minded, sensitive not 
only as to the real character of the judi- 
cilary, but as to the public confidence in 
its character, who would not at heart 
prefer the attitude Justice Gray is now 
able to assume to that he would occupy 
had he been forced to report that he had 
expended, say, $20,000 for his election. 


TRAFFIC OF THE ELEVATED LINES. 


The annual report of the Manhattan 
elevated system, showing that 223,427,- 
283 passengers were carried during the 
year ended Sept. 30, against 194,152,316 
during the year preceding—a gain of 29,- 
274,967—will doubtless surprise a great 
many people. But when all the facts are 
considered, the figures are not so far 
from what might have been expected. 
The elevated system is beginning to reap 
the benefits of a policy designed to in- 
crease its facilities and to render the 
public a better and more satisfactory 
service. Previous to the year under re- 
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June 30, the passenger movement and the 
gross passenger earnings were as fol- 
lows:

An analysis of this table and a com- 
parison of its figures with those for the 
year ended Sept. 3U will show the value 
to a corporation engaged in the carriage 

j of passengers of a policy calculated to 
meet the reasonable requirements of the 
public. The drop which began in 1894 
reflected the general substitution of ca- 
ble traction for horses on the lines di- 
rectly competitive with the elevated sys- 
tem. The great improvement of the sur- 
face transportation facilities diverted 
more travel from the elevated roads to 
the street lines than was offset by the 
increase of population. A further drop 
teok place between 1898 and 1899 when 
the cable traction system gave place to 
electricity and better cars moved at 
higher average speeds were substituted 
for the cable cars. The marked gain in 
the elevated passenger movement in the 
past year is in part due to the up-town 
movement of population, the growth of 
the districts too remote from the busi- 
ness centres to be quickly reached by 
surface lines, and the progress in the 
substitution of elegtricity for locomo- 
tives, which has involved new and more 
comfortable cars, better lights, longer 
trains, higher speeds, and a much bet- 
ter provision for the public comfort in 
every way than was considered neces- 
sary before surface competition became 
formidable. 

A north and south movement of nearly 
223,500,000 passengers is a very signifi- 
cant fact, and one which warrants the 
confident prediction that from the day 
th= subway is opened to traffic it will 
have all the business it can comfortably 
accommodate. For a time there will be 
some readjustment of traffic, and those 
better accommodated by the under- 
ground route will change their traveling 
habits; but with the steady growth of 
population and the increasing separa- 
tion of the business and residential cen- 
tres through the northward movement 
into Westchester and. the Bronx there 
will be traffic enough for all systems, 
and only those lines will show a perma- 
nent falling off in passenger earnings 
which neglect to give adequate accom- 
modations and to provide as well for the 
convenience of the traveling publie as 
the state of the art permits. Within five 
years from the completion of the sub- 
way there will be complaint of conges- 
tior. of the lines of north and south trav- 
el, and plans will be under consideration 
for systems undreamed of now. 


THE SURPRISE OF MR. COOLEY. 

In the city of Cleveland, Ohio, of which 
M:. Tom L. JoHNnson is Mayor, there is a 
Director of Charities, Mr. HARRISON R, 
CooLEy by name, who is of an inquiring 
and sociological turn of mind. He has 
been examining into the condition of the 
werkingwomen of Cleveland, and de- 
clares that he is “ grievously surprised ” 
at the result. Here is a statement of his 
discoveries: 


He found that the average cost of living 
for a woman of this class was $5.24, while 
the average wage is but $4.83. He stated 
that out of thirty-eight women he ques- 
tioned twelve were earning $3 and six were 
receiving but $2 a week. This, he declares, 
is a fair representation of the general con- 
ditions. 

In these conditions Mr. CooLrey sees 
the appalling “tragedy of our modern 
industrial and social system.” These 
“cruel and unjust conditions,” in his 
judgment, “cause a ruin and degrada- 
tion of life a hundredfold more than the 
things which reformers are most prone 
to attack.”” Mr. Coo.Lry’s statistics will 
nowhere cause so much surprise as 
among wage-earning women and girls. 
A good many will fail to see the outlines 
of a social tragedy in a city where the 
average wage of workingwomen is $4.53 
per week. More of them will learn with 
astonishment that the average cost of 
living for workingwomen in Cleveland is 
$5.24 per week. 

Mr. CooLey’s statistics are vitiated by 
the circumstance that the field of his in- 
quiry is far too narrow to serve as the 
basis for striking an average. The in- 
come and outgo, not of thirty-eight, but 
of two or three thousand workingwomen 
would furnish an adequate basis for 
economic deduction. Of the thirty-eight 
women questioned by Mr. CooLey, it is 
extremely probable that some were girls 
living at home, whose cost of living is 
defrayed by their parents. It is perfectly 
well known that the pressure for employ- 
ment by this class of working girls keeps 
the weekly wage rate considerably below 
the level which would necessarily be es- 
tablished if all working girls had to sup- 
rcrt themselves. Many of them work 
either to provide their own clothing and 
pin money, or to contribute their wages 
to the general fund for the sustenance 
of the family. They can afford to work 
for less, they often do work for less, than 
the sum required for the cost of living 
of a girl dependent upon herself. This 
is one of the well-understood hard con- 
ditions of the labor market for women. 

Of course it is impossible that the av- 
erage living expense of workingwomen 
in Cleveland is as high as $5.24, while 
their average wage is but $4.83 per 
week, The wage average may not be far 
out of the way, but the cost of living 
average is too high. The report of the 
Aldrich committee showed the annual in- 
come of nineteen Cleveland working- 
men’s families to be $914.05, equal to 
$171.95 per head, including, of course, 
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year. The average expenditure of these 
nineteen families was $828.37, equal to 
$155.83 per capita. Mr. CooLry’s aver- 
age expenditure for workingwomen is 

274.48. It is evident that he has reached 
his conclusions too hastily and with too 
little labor. 

Of the nineteen families whose cir- 
cumstances were inquired into by the 
Aldrich committee, thirteen were abie 
to lay aside a total of $1,841.91 yearly, 
equal to $141.69 per family, notwith- 
Standing the fact that fifteen of the 
nineteen families spent $874.72 for liquor 
and tobacco. Probably Mr. CooLrEy wou'd 
find, if he pursued his inquiries far 
enough, that a umber of the 
working women and girls of Cleveland 
not only have savings bank deposits, but 
are able to buy little luxuries of dress 
and adornment indicative of some mar- 
gin between necessary outgo and in- 
come. Neither his statistics nor those of 
the Aldrich committee can be accepted 
as fixing a law of average, although, as 
the Aldrich committee made inquiries all 
over the country, its figures doubtless 
Eresent a much nearer approximation 
than Mr. CooLey’s. Social tragedies have 
been a part of the human lot since man 
existed. But a study of the industrial 
conditions, say in London fifty years 
ago, would convince Mr. Coo.er that gp 
situation in Cleveland is nct so black 
as his meagre figures and his leaping 
fancy paint it.

He seems to dislike dogs, as dogs, and that— 
well, that is a feeling calculated to inspire 
fierce antagonism in those who do like 
dogs, as dogs, with much fervor and have 
a deeply implanted instinct that such a 
liking, if not virtue, is closely related to 
it. And ‘“‘Human Rights” betrayed a woé6é- 
ful ignorance of dogs when he said that 
“the cemetery is the best place for dogs 
without a pedigree.”” We to whom experi- 
ence has revealed all the heights and 
depths of canine nature are so nearly sure 
of few things in the world as we are that 
with dogs pedigree counts for nothing ex- 
cept at a bench show, and even there it has 
no relation to the faults and merits that 
make a man or woman love or dislike an 
individual dog. Of course heredity works 
its will with dogs as with the rest of ani- 
mated nature, but the dog with a pedigree 
has no more ancestors than the dog with- 
out one, and the former has rarely been 
bred for intelligence, loyalty, and affection 
to human friends, while the other always 
has been so bred, to a greater or less ex- 
tent, by the very conditions of his exist- 
ence. As for the keeping of dogs in houses 
harboring more than one family, we admit 
that there are real and weighty objections 
to it, but that is not to admit the necessity 
for a law penalizing such keeping. If our 
correspondent dislikes to live in a house 
where other people have dogs, he will not 
need to search far, whatever his inclina- 
tions may be in the direction of rent-pay- 
ing, to find a house whence dogs are rigor- 
ously excluded. The great majority of 
landlords are of his own opinion, or, if not 
that, are willing to be guided by those who 
hold it. The comparatively few landlords 
who stand out against the prevailing senti- 
ment can only rent their flats to folks of 
like mind with themselves, and thus, so far 
as we can see, everybody is suited—every- 
body, that is, who does not hate dogs, as 
dogs, and want to send the very best of 
them, as dogs, to the cemetery.

—Believers in “Christian Science *e 
probably haven't enough intelligence to re- 
alize that their Temple of Delusion has been 
blown to fragments by its own builder, but 
for the exploiters of its squalid rites it 
must be clear enough that the end has 
come. For the official organ of the Eddy- 
ite conspiracy promulgates an order from 
Mrs. Eppy herself for all her book agents, 
commonly known as “ healers,’ to cease 
the treatment of contagious diseases! A 
local capper for the game invented by an 
old Maine quack never used his large com- 
mand of language to better purpose than 
in describing this order as ‘‘a radical de- 
parture.” That’s exactly what it is, and we 
withdraw the explosion metaphor in favor 
of this one, which is only another way of 
saying that Eddyism has been pulled up 
by the roots. For to bid the “healers” 
steer clear of contagious diseases is ex- 
plicit recognition of the existence of dis- 
ease, and not only does it do that, but it 
recognizes that there are two classes of 
diseases—either admission quite enough to 
drag ‘Christian Science’ ‘out of the 
ground with a mighty jerk and leave it to 
and dry—or deliquesce, lfke the 
slimy fungus it is—on the nearest garbage 
heap. Presumably this amazing order was 
issued with the expectation that it would 
save the “healers” from getting into 
trouble with the health authorities, but in 
reality it does no such thing, delivering 
them, instead, bound hand and foot, into 
the hands of the law. For how, pray, are 
the healers, with their vaunted inability 
to see any difference between one disease 
and ancther, to perform what is often the 
hardest task of trained doctors who. are 
also trained biologists—the task of diag- 
nosis? Maladies do not come bearing neat- 
ly printed signs, and skill in selling “ Sci- 
and Health” will give little help 
toward deciding when a sore throat is 
diphtheria and when it isn’t. The order is 
grossly stupid, obviously suicidal—so much 
so that we can hardly believe it comes from 
the shrewdest “‘seeress”’ of the day, and 
are inclined to see in it the work of some 
rash and ignorant wielder of her power. 
If that is true, what has become of Mrs. 
Is she dead, as has so often been 
suspected, or has she sunk in helpless 
senility, leaving somebody among the few 
who have shared her long and strict seclu- 
sion to exercise her authority until the 
truth can no longer be concealed? But 
thesé are trivial mysteries; the important 
thing is that the new order, by whomsoever 
issued, is a fatal blow to “ Christian Scl- 
ence.”’ 


—To warm but apparently somewhat la- 
borious praise of Mr. CARNEGIE’s recent 
speech as Rector of St. Andrews Uni- 
versity, The Electrical World and Engineer 
adds sharp criticism that seems to be 
much more spontaneous, and is therefore 
much more interesting. In the first place 
it finds fault with the sometime master of 
many forges for talking as he did about 
*“‘Burope versus America.”” In that phrase 
it declares ‘“‘ lurks the main fallacy of his 
remarkable address, for the peace, pros- 
perity, comfort, and happiness of the world 
depend upon Europe and America ’’—with 
accent on the “and.” ‘“ There need be no 
‘versus’ about it. In fact, there cannot be. 
No one country can do all the business, 
for if it did, the other countries would 
have no purchasing power left. There is a 
popular coon song: ‘If you don’t have no 
money, you te und,’ 
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who have neither cash nor products left.” 
A second point is made against the undue 
importance ascribed by Mr. CARNEGIE to 
magnitude or quantity in relation to cheap- 
ness of production. The Electrical World 
and Engineer does not deny that quantity 
and cost are usually in inverse ratio, but 
it insists that there are effective limita- 
tions to the tendency toward concentra- 
tion, combination, and consolidation. ‘‘ The 
centrifugal forces,’ it says, ‘‘ still remain 
operative in ways that may be obscure but 
are none the less pronounced. If all the 
world looked alike, made and wore the 
Same clothes, ate the same foods, used the 
Same speech, thought along the same lines, 
voted the same ticket, and was just Amer- 
ica, it would be about the dullest, most dis- 
mal and altogether insipid universe imagi- 
nable, to be escaped from at the first op- 
portunity. But, happily, there will remain 
great differences among mankind, with re- 
sulting varieties of production and varieties 
of wants; and export trade and import 
trade will both flourish, while the traveler 
will ever be greeted by something new and 
Strange to please him when he _ goes 
abroad.” There is a lot of suggestion—and 
of consolation—in that. 


EX POST FACTO DOG LAWS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A resolution has been offered in the 
Board of Aldermen providing for the ban- 
ishment of dogs from apartment houses 
and similar residences, and this is to sub- 
mit an amendment to the proposition to 
the effect that it shall include cats, par- 
ros, canaries, monkeys, in short, all sorts 
of birds and animals, and one sub-class of 
the human family—the drunkard. A fel- 
low of this species creates more disturbance 
of peace in an apartment house than a 
whole kennel of barking dogs. I know a 
man who was driven from a very desirable 
apartment by one of these sots—a wretched 
human being who came home in a drunken 


Stupor almost every night of his life dur- 
ing the dark hours between 12 and 2, 
making the night hideous with his reelings, 
his" harangues, and the abominations 
springing from a superfluity of deleterious 
liquor. The vilest cur in the streets is a 
gentleman compared with a beast of this 
kind. If apartment houses are to be in- 
vaded with the Aldermanic broom, let the 
Sweep be clean, and remove the genuine 
nuisance as well as the imaginary. 

The proposed ordinance is plainly of the 
ex post facto sort—forbidden by the Con- 
stitution of the United States—applying as 
it does to dogs acquired under existing reg- 
ulations. It would be a manifest injustice 
and wrong to compel persons to separate 
from pets which have become dear to them 
as companions, nay, comrades—even 
friends. And is the City of New York, 
moreover, ready to pay for the dogs which 
it is proposed to banish? The reasons 
against any such ordinance easily out- 
weigh, in the mind of any sensible per- 
son, those in favor of it, but if stupidity 
is to prevail in the matter it should at least 
be considered enough to make the ordi- 
nance apply only to the future—to prevent 
the further increase of apartment house 
dogs. e B. B. TOWNSEND.

Mr. Scudder’s Candidacies.

In your article upon the election of Town- 
send Scudder, which appeared on the edi- 
torial page of your paper on Friday, Nov. 
7, there were certain errors of fact which

In 1898 he first became a candidate for 
election to this office, his opponent being 
Mr. Joseph M. Belford, who had been elect- 
ed two years previous by a plurality of 
about 12,000 over the Democratic candi- 
date. In this campaign of 1898 Mr. Scud- 
der defeated Mr. Belford by 441 votes in 
the district, which then comprised all of 
Long Island except Kings County. In 
1900 Mr. Scudder declined to accept a re- 
nomination. 

The Democratic candidate that year was 
defeated by Mr. Storm by 5,671 plurality. 
Since that campaign of 1900 a reappor- 
tionment has been made, and Long Isiand 
City and Newtown, both strongly Demo- 
cratic, were left out of the First Con- 
gressional District, leaving it Republican 
by several thousand normal plurality. 
This district. Mr. Scudder has carried this 
year by a plurality ranging from 98 to 
108. He has thus been elected on the only 
occasions on which he has been a candi- 
date.

It Can Issue Circulating Notes, Though 
the Banco Espanol Claimed Ex- 
clusive Privileges. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The grant of a 
charter by the Controller of the Currency 
to a National bank in Porto Rico was made 
after careful inquiry into the propriety and 
the legality of the proceeding. 

This grant in no manner interferes with 
the rights and privileges of the Banco 
Espanol at San Juan, whose charter was 
obtained from the Spanish Government. 
The charter of the Banco Espanol is limit- 
ed to a certain time, and during its 
life that institution 1s privileged to carry 
on a@ general banking business, including 
the issue of circulating notes. Under the 
treaty of Paris Spanish subjects “ have the 
right to carry on their industry, commerce, 
and professions, being subject in respect 
thereof to such laws as are applicable to 
other foreigners.”’ 

Before the charter was issued to the First 
National Bank of Porto Rico inquiry was 
made of the Attorney General whether the 
National bank laws extended to the island, 
to which an affirmative response was 
given. Thereupon the charter was issued. 

Subsequently application was made by 
the bank for circulating notes, the required 
bonds being deposited as security therefor. 
The notes are now being printed by the 
Bureau of Enraving, and will be issued as 
soon as they are ready. Upon learning that 
the First National Bank Remael to issue 
circulating notes the Banco Espanol raised 
a question as to the right of issue, claim- 
ing exclusive privileges for itself to issue 
circulating notes under its Spanish charter. 
This right is not recognized by the Treas- 
ury. 


TO HASTEN CUBAN TREATY. 


Government Anxious to Get It in the 
Senate Before Holidays—Isiand- 
ers Oppose Concessions. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 13.—Gen. Tasker 
H. Bliss will sail for Cuba Saturday if 
he can obtain steamship accommodations, 
but if not, he will go by way of Tampa 
and reach Havana early next week. It is 
the intention of those interested in the 
commercial treaty with Cuba to have it 
ready if possible in three weeks, and Gen. 
Bliss will endeavor to adjust the differ- 
ences by that time. It is considered im- 
portant to have the treaty sent to the Sen- 
ate before the holiday recess. A deter- 
mined minority could postpone ratification 
on it for some time. 

Those best informed regarding conditions 
existing in the island do not expect any 
speedy action. They believe that a large 
number of Cubans are opposed to granting 
the concessions the United States will seek. 
There is also talk that they may test the 
effectiveness of the Platt amendment by 
entering into negotiations with other coun- 
tries regarding trade relations. 

The position which the United States 
Government holds in Cuba, and its rela- 
tions with the leading foreign nations at 
the present time, are such that it is be- 
lieved none of the governments would care 
to make any treaty with Cuba which was 
not sanctioned by the United States. It 
is the desire of this Government to leave 
the negotiations, should they fail, in such 
shape that it will not appear that an at- 
tempt had been made to extort from Cuba 
more than the United States was willing 
to give. . 

It is said by an official, dealing with 
the subject of Cuba, that a commercial 
treaty will be necessary to establish Cuba 
on such a basis that she can float the pro- 
posed loan. With all negotiations hung up 
and strained relations existing between the 
old and the new republic, it is believed that 
there would be difficulty in selling the 
bonds of Cuba. At the same time, this 
Government does not wish to appear in 
the attitude of holding that particular club 
over the Cuban Government. 


SENATOR HANNA’S PLANS. 


Friends Deny Rumors of His Prospec- 
tive Retirement—He Says His 
Health Is Good. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The stories cir- 
culated several months ago in regard to the 
probable retirement of Senator Hanna from 
public life have been revived. His term of 
office as Senator from Ohio will expire 
March 4, 1905, and the Legislature which 
will choose his successor will not be elected 
until November, 1904. Whether or not Sen- 
ator Hanna will retire at the end of his 
Senatorial term is likely to depend entirely 


on the condition of his health and the con- 
tinuance of Republican domination in Ohio. 
At the present time, his friends say, the 
Senator has no intention of retiring. Per- 
sons close to Mr. Hanna are confident that 
if his health continues good he will be a 
candidate for the Senate in 1905. The re- 
port is also revived that Mr. Hanna con- 
templates resigning his position as Chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee, 
There is no foundation for that report. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 13.—The attention of 
Senator Hanna to-day was called to re- 
ports of his ill-health. The-Senator de- 
clared that there was absolutely no foun- 
dation for such rumors, and that his health 
is as good now as at any time during the 


last year. 


GEN. GROSVENOR A “ MEDIUM.” 


Ohio Representative Obligingly Goes 
Into a Trance, and with Prophetic 
Eye Sees Mr. Cannon as Speaker.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Gen. Grosve- 
nor is confident that Mr. Cannon will be 
chosen Speaker of the Fifty-eighth Con- 
gress. He was met to-day by several news- 
paper correspondents, who insisted he 
should go into communion with himself and 
give out a prophecy as to the outcome of 
the contest already started for the Speaker- 
ship. 

“Well, boys,”’ said the Representative, 
“T will just go into a trance for a few 
minutes and reveal to you what I may see.” 

Stroking his long white beard, and as- 
suming a far-away gaze, the General said: 

‘* With my prophetic eye I cannot see any 
one in the Speaker’s chair except ‘ Uncle 
Joe’ Cannon, I see him now, pounding the 
desk with his gavel, or sawing the air with 
that long arm, as he expounds parliamen- 
tarydaw.

WILL EXECUTE LADRONES. 


Existence of Armed Bands in Philip- 
pines Sufficiegt Justification for Im- 
posing Capital Punishment. 


MANILA, Nov. 18.—The United States 
Commission has passed an act to assist the 
suppression of Ladronism. It makes high- 
way robbery committed by three or more 
persons a capital offense. 

A conviction does not require proof of the 
actual commission of the crime, the exist- 


ence of a band of brigands under arms 
being sufficient. Severe penalties are pre- 
scribed for those assisting ladrones in the 
commission of crimes. 

The commission has aiso passed a sweep- 
ing Vagrancy act, drawn up so as to reach 
both dissolute natives and foreigners, and it 
has enacted a law requiring officials to 
warn the people of the impending danger of 
famine and to urge the raising of crops of 
quick-growing foodstuffs. The Government 
is furnishing seeds and will use public lands 
for this purpose.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—The Viedomosti, 
Says the St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Times, publishes the text of an ex- 
traordinary petition addressed by the 
Doukhobor fanatics to the Sultan of 
Turkey and probably to other sovereigns.

NO MONEY TO PAY FOR 
NEW FRENCH WARSHIPS. 


The Minister of Marine Had to Counter- 
mand Orders for the Construction 
of Three Vessels. 


PARIS, Nov. 13.—Replying to an inter- 
pellation in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day concerning the countermanding of ord- 
ers for the construction of three battle- 
ships, the contracts for which were signed 
by his predecessor, Minister of Marine Pel- 
letan explained that he had been obliged to 
take this step because, on assuming office, 
he had found that the naval contracts in 


force exceeded the appropriations by 25,- 
000,000f. Instead of asking for supple- 
mentary credits he preferred temporarily 
to postpone what expenditure was not ab- 
solutely necessary. 

After a lengthy and heated debate the 
Chamber adopted, by 331 to 114 votes, an 
order of the day expressing confidence in 
the intention of the Government to con- 
ciliate the interest of national defense with 
the present financial resources of the re- 
public, and referring the matter to the 
Budget Commission to find the ways and 
means necessary for the execution of the 
naval programme. 


LEADER OF VENEZUELAN 
REBELS REACHES CURACAO. 


Gen. Matos Arrives There in a Small 
Boat—Disbanding of Revolution- 
ary Forces Continues. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Nov. 13.—Gen. 
Matos, chief of the Venezuelan revolution- 
ists, and his son arrived here this after- 
noon at 5 o’clock. They came in a small 
boat, in which they left Tucacas, Vene- 
zuela, last evening. 

Gen. Matos is very ill. His landing was 
witnessed by a considerable crowd, and 
gave rise to demonstrations of a varied 
character. 


CARACAS, Nov. 13.—Gen. Matos was re- 
cently near Nirgua, three days’ march from 
Tucacas. That place and Barquisimeto 
were the only two points whence it was 
possible for him to flee from Venezuela. 

Gen, Matos was accompanied, when near 
Nirgua, by Gens. Mendoza, Riera, Solagnie, 
Crespo, Torres, and others. 

The Government forces have captured 
Matos’s hammock, cap, and slippers, and 
some letters which gave a clue to the con- 
nection of Matos with the Mochist party. 

The Official Gazette yesterda ublished 
a Presidential decree re-establishing Ca- 
racas as the capital of the republic and as 
the seat of executive power. 

The disbanding o the revolutionary 
forces continues. It has just become known 
that the Government Generals, having dis- 
covered that the revolutionists were short 
of ammunition, attacked them at midnight, 
Noy. 2, in their last stronghold, near San 
Mateo, spreading terror in their ranks and 
precipitating the retreat which the revolu- 
tionary leaders had planned for the next 
morning. 


THE ROUMANIAN JEWS. 


Alliance Israelite Universelle Appeals 
to France to Take a Similar Posi- 
tion to That of America. 


The American Hebrew, in its issue of to- 
day, says that as a sequel to Secretary 
Hay’s note on behalf of the Roumanian 
Jews to the signatories of the Berlin treaty 
the Alliance Israelite Universelle of Paris 
has addressed a petition to the French Gov- 
ernment, through Foreign Minister Del- 
cassé, asking it to take a position similar 
to that of the United States. 

The petition cites Article 44 of the treaty 
of Berlin, which looked to the safeguarding 


of civil and political rights to all Rouma- 
nians, regardless of their religion, and dis- 
cusses at some length the infractions. It 
states that as a result of the persecution 
suffered through laws abridging their polit- 
ical rights and taking away their means of 
livelihood the Jews of Roumania are ruined 
and face the alternative of starvation or 
emigration. Finally it says: 

“For twenty years the Roumanian Jews 
have been hoping that the signatory powers 
of the Berlin treaty would see to it that 
Article 44 was properly complied with; dis- 
appointed therein, they can look forward 
only to exile. The Republic of the United 
States has not only extended to them a no- 
ble hospitality, but has drawn the attention 
of the powers to the infraction of the Ber- 
lin treaty. We hope, Sir, that it will not be 
2 vain that this Republic has appealed to 
Yrance.”’ 


BRITISH SNUB FOR ROUMANIA. 


That Country’s Minister Not Invited to 
the Lord Mayor’s Banquet.

This gener- 
ous tribute will touch the hearts of the 


English people.”’ 
BOXER INDEMNITY ARBITRATION. 


The Plan Likely to Succeed—Mr. Wu 
May Represent China at the Hearing. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Considerable 

satisfaction is felt at the State Depart- 
ment at the reported willingness of Ger- 

many to submit to The Hague tribunal ihe 
question whether the Chinese indemnity 
shall be paid on a silver or a gold basis. 

The proposition to arbitrate this question 


really originated with the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and, while Minister Wu_ refrains 
from claiming any credit for the idea, there 
is good reason to believe that it was his. 
China formally adhered to The Hague con- 
vention, in which she was not an original 
participant, with the express purpose of se- 
curing a judicial settlement of some of the 
many vexatious issues which remain as the 
aftermath of the Boxer rising. 

It is certain that Minister Wu sourht 
the aid of Secretary Hay in bringing the 
powers to accept this plan of settlement of 
the indemnity question. Mr. Hay looked 
upon the plan with favor, and agreed to do 
what he could to convince the other powers 
of its merits. 

lf Germany has accepted the proposition 
there is strong ground for the belief that 
it will prevail. Of course, however, thcre 
must be a practically unanimous agreement 
among the powers on this question, and it 
is pointed out that Great Britain and 
Japan, the two powers that scaled thrir 
indemnity claims down much more severe- 
ly than others, feel that they would not 
recoup their actual expenditures on ac- 
count of the Boxer rebellion if they should 
consent to accept a settlement on a silver 
basis. 

If the movement prevails it is almost cer. 
tain that Minister Wu will be sent to The 
Hague by his Government to represent it 
in the arbitration, a task for which he ‘s 
well qualified on account of his thorough 
legal education according to English meth- 
ods.

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GERMAN RETALIATORY 
DUTIES AUTHORIZED 


Reichstag Passes Reprisal Para- 
graph of Tariff Bill. 


Afterward Discusses a Motion to Change 
the House Rules in Order to De- 
feat Obstructive Tactics. 


BERLIN, Nov. 13.—The Reichstag to-day 
adopted by 192 to 71 votes the paragraph of 
the Tariff bill authorizing the Government 
to retaliate on any country discriminating 
against German goods. 

The Agrarians openly affirmed that it 
was necessary to arm the Government with 
weapons for reprisal, especialiy against the 
United States customs practices. 

Dr. Brumer, National Liberal, cited an 
instance in which he said $200,000 worth of 
enameled goods were ordered in Germany 
for New York, but the customs officials 
“ changed the classification at the instance 
of the American trust, whereupon the New 
“ork importer canceled the order.”” It was 
proved, the speaker continued, to the cus- 
toms officials that the invoice was in exact 
accord with the German seller’s books, and 
that, instead of the goods being under- 
valued, the books showed that shipments 
had been made to India at lower prices. 
Dr. Brumer added: 

“It is said that we must not offend the 
United States, but they will respect us 
more and we shall gain more by showing 
our teeth than by always giving pleasant 
words,”’ 

Herr Gothein, Radical Liberal, replied 


that such words were no fitting epilogue to 
the sentiments expressed by Count von 
Posadowsky-Wehner, the Home Secretary, 
in the presence of the Foreign Secretary, 
Baron von Richthofen, at the farewell din- 
ner to Affbassador White. He added: 

“They make discord among the wishes 
spoken there for friendly relations with the 
United States. Why empower the Govern- 
ment to do something it does not want to 
do? Although the present Government 
would not apply the paragraph, some suc- 
ceeding Government might commit such a 
folly. Retaliatory duties are the weapon 
of Chauvinism and not of patriotism.” 

Herr Fischback, Radical, said all the 
Chambers of Commerce were opposed to a 
tariff war with the United States. 

Herr Broemel, Radical, remarked that if 
Germany adopted retaliatory measures 
against the United States on account of 
regulations which applied to the goods of 
all countries it would be a serious breach 
of the existing treaties. 

The proceedings to-day demonstrated that 


' the House rules can and will be changed 


so that the tariff obstructionists will no 
longer be able to prevent the dispatch of 
business. By a succession of roll calls, in 
which the majority commanded over 200 
votes out of an attendance of less than 
300, the Reichstag determined to set aside 
the order of business and take up a motion 
to change the rules. 

The session lasted until 9:45 P. M., and 
was of unprecedented “length. The majori- 
ty desired to reach a vote on the ques:ion, 
and many exciting passages characterized 
the debate. Ultimately the President of 
the Reichstag announced that the ‘llumina- 
tion of the hall was not provided for later 
than 10 o'clock. The Reichstag then ad- 
journed, to meet at noon to-morrow, when 
the debate on the amendment of the rules 
will be resumed. To-day’s session lasted 
nine and three-quarter hours. 

The incident of the day was Herr Richt- 
er’s declaration that obstruction in a par- 
liamentary body was contrary to the dig- 
nity of the House, and that it was futile 
and childish. This old Radical leader's 
withdrawal from the minority and his ac- 
tion in supporting the Conservative and 
Centrist majority, which he has been fight- 
ing for thirty years, caused Herr Bebel, 
Socialist, to rise, point a finger at Herr 
Richter, and exclaim, passionately: 

“Go over to the Right. Your place is 
among the anti-Semites. 

Herr Richter made an angry answer, 
which was lost in the uproar which fol- 
lowed Herr Bebel’s remarks. 

Herr Richter’s entire party followed him, 
and acted with the majority against the 
Socialists and Moderate Radicals. 

The step taken by Herr Richter was in- 
terpreted in the lobbies as due to the re- 
iterated attacks of the Socialists upon Ber- 
lin’s Municipal Government, which is con- 
trolled by Herr Richter’s friends, the So- 
cialist position being that the Berlin Coun- 
cilmen lack the courage to resist Em- 
peror William's interference in city affairs. 

It can be announced authoritatively that 
the Ministry has not decided to drop the 
Tariff bill, but is determined to persist 
until the dissolution of the Reichstag in 
June. The tariff debate, however, will 
probably be suspended for a time by the 
presentation of the budget in a few days. 


SAYS GERMAN ENTERPRISE 
IS PRACTICALLY EXTINCT. 


Memorial from the Commercial Treaties 
Association to Imperial Chan- 
cellor von Buelow.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says that a me- 
morial in regard to the tariff question 
presented to Count von Biilow, the Im- 
perial Chancellor, by ths Commercial 
Treaties Association, was published last 
evening. The association now numbers 
17,000 members. 

The memorial says that for two and a 
half years the whole economic life of 
Germany has been in a condition bear- 
ing the character of a crisis, which the 
uncertainty in regard to the commercial 
policy of the country has greatly con- 
tributed to intensify and prolong. It 
adds: 

“A satisfactory state of things will 
not be restored until stability and se- 
curity have been introduced in our com- 
mercial relations with foreign countries. 
* * * German industry in its most pro- 
ductive branches is suffering from want 
of employment, and the spirit of enter- 
prise is practically extinct, new plants 
hardly anywhere being acquired.” 

The memorialists urgently’request that, 
with a view to “the present altogether 
intolerable situation,” the existing com- 
mercial treaties be prolonged for ten, or 
at least five years, instead of waiting 
until the present unprofitable tariff dis- 
cussion in the Reichstag has yielded some 


further result.

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REICHSRATH MEMBERS 
AGAIN GET EXCITED 


One Deputy Kicked and Thrown 
Down the Gangway. 


Battle Between Czechs and Germans 
Lasts a Quarter of an Hour After 
the Sitting Is Suspended. 


VIENNA, Nov. 13.—The sitting of the 
lower house of the Reichsrath was sus- 
pended to-day after the German and 
Czech members had come to blows. 

The cause of the trouble was a debate on 
the advisability of the use of the two lan- 
guages in the names of stations on the Bo- 
hemian railroads. Herr Schnal started the 
disorder by shouting: ‘‘ You Germans are 
a lot of pigs.” 

Thereupon a number of German Deputies 
cast themselves upon Herr Schnal, shout- 
ing, ‘“‘“Smash him!” ‘ Kick him!” which 
they proceeded to do.

TERRIFIC ERUPTION OF 
THE STROMBOLI VOLCANO. 


A Colossal Column of Fire Rising — 
Many Houses on the Island Have 
Been Destroyed. 


ROME, Nov. 13.—The volcano on Strom- 
boli Island (off the north coast of Sicily) 
has commenced a terrible eruption. 

A colossal column of fire is rising, and in- 
candescent stones are being emitted from 
the craters. 

Many houses on the island have been de- 
stroyed. 


The Stromboli volcano was reported on 
Sept. 9 to be in full eruption. It was then 
throwing up columns of fire and torrents of 
stones. This eruption lasted for some days. 
Lava streamed down the sides of the 


mountain to the sea, while huge boulders 

were hurled from the crater to a great 

peignt. falling into the sea fully two and a 

hatf miles from the shore. Coincident with 

this eruption there was probably a sub- 

manne eruption between Stromboli and 
cily. 

Stromboli is the northernmost of the 
Lipari Islands, in the Mediterranean, off 
the north coast of Sicily, Its population 
is placed at 500 persons, and its area is 
eight square miles. It is wholly of vol- 
canic formation, and has a constantly ac- 
tive volcano 3,040 feet high.

THE ERUPTIONS IN GUATEMALA. 


Steamship Brings News to San Fran- 
cisco—Destruction of Life and Prop- 
erty Has Been Great. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—The steam- 
ship Newport, from Panama, brings partic- 
ulars of the recent eruption of the volcano 
Santa Maria, in Guatemala. According to 
the officers of the Newport, the destruction 
of life and property has been great. The 
necessity for relief ships is urgent. 

The coffee piantations in the districts of 
Costa Cuca, Chuva, Reforma, Palmar, Cos- 
ta Grande, and Kouhutz have been buried 
seven feet deep in volcanic ashes and dé- 


bris. 

Thousands of cattle have been destroyed 
and the loss of life is thought to be large. 
When the Newport was at Champerico the 
officers found the people of that port panic- 
stricken. 

Kok, Hagamann & Co. offered $2,000 to 
any person who would go to their Miramar 
plantation, in Costa Cuca, and bring them 
news of conditions there. When the steam- 
ship Newport sailed this offer was still 
standing. 

President Cabrera of Guatemala has re- 
sorted to the most stringent means to pre- 
vent particulars of the extent of the dam- 
age from reaching the outside world. 

The Newport brings news of the total de- 
struction of the towns of Palmar, San Fe- 
lipe, Colombia, and Coatepec. They are 
completely buried in débris from Santa 
Maria. 


VOLCANIC OUTBREAK IN SAMOA. 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand, Nov. 13.—Ac- 
cording to advices received here from Apia, 
Samoa, via Tonga, a volcanic eruption has 
broken out in Savaii, (the westernmost 
and largest island of the Samoan group.) 

Six craters are reported to be emitting 


smoke and flames, 
The village in the vicinity is covered two 


inches deep with ashes. 


Hurrying the British Education Bill. 
LONDON, Nov. 14.—The Government's 
“guillotine scheme,’’ with regard to the 
Education bill was put into operation in the 
House of Commons last night at 11 o'clock. 
The attendance was small. Five clauses of 
the bill, with their numerous attendant 
amendments, were all closured and voted 
without discussion. Members of the Op- 
position challenged every vote, with the 
result that twenty divisions were taken 
between 11 o'clock and 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when the House adjourned.

IN THE FOOTBALL WORLD| 


Yale and Princeton Both Hopeful 
of Victory To-morrow. 


DIFFERENCE IN PRACTICE 


Scrubs Score Easily on Harvard's 'Var- 
sity—Columbia Not Confident of 
Defeating Amherst. 


Final preparations for the big champion- 
ship football game at Princeton to-morrow 
were made yesterday by the Yale and 
Princeton elevens. Both .teams worked 
well, and a close contest with low scoring 
is expected, At Princeton the work was 
the fastest that has been seen on the local 
gridiron this season, and the men went 
through it With plenty of snap. 

The Yale players, both 'Varsity and sub- 
stitute, were sent through the formation 
in secret practice for fully an hour, fol- 
lowed by signal work in open practice. 
From Harvard discouraging reports eman- 
ated. The scrub team scored one the 
’Varsity, and when the latter got the ball 
on the scrub’s three yard line the scrub 
held it for downs, and the ’Varsity had an 
off day all around. The best team that 
Columbia can muster will be lined up 
against Amherst on the Polo Grounds to- 
morrow. While the Morningside players 
say they do not fear the Amherst eleven, 
they are taking no chances, and three new 
men for ends were tried yesterday. They 
were Lippe, Boehm, and Kohn. 

Yale was given a sharp hour in secret 
practice of line-up drill by Frank Hinkey, 
‘95, and head Coach Swan. The open half 
was merely used for light drill in blocking 
kicks, fielding punts, and kick-offs, for- 
mation of interference for fielders, and end 
running. All of the players are now in 
good fettle except Metcalf and Chadwick, 
who promise to be all right by to-morrow. 

This practice finished two weeks of prac- 
tical rest for the Yale team, in marked 
contrast to the heavy daily work at Prince- 
ton. The Bucknell game last Saturday was 
the only severe drill Yale has had since 
the West Point game. Whether this policy 
of rest has been beneficial remains to be 
seen to-morrow, but Yale men generally 
have been in perfect accord with trainer 
Mike Murphy, in his demand that the Yale 
team be brought up to physical form. 
Princeton will go into the game wee u 
to top notch form and team play throug 
two weeks’ constant and heavy practice, 
while Yale will have a team that has put 
physical condition before team tactics, 

From a Yale standpoint the game at 
Princeton seems likely to offer nearly 
equal chances for victory. In general, Yale 
men believ that the Eli team is superior, 
and that Princeton’s play will be inferior 
except in the matter of De Witt’s kicking 
and the end play. Thus far this season 
Yale has put up a more consistent ground- 
gaining game than Princeton, and has 
shown greater rushing powers and stronger 
defense tactics. But with Princeton's 
strong back field second defense and fast 
ends, De Witt’s punting game is very like- 
ly to be a stumbling block for the New 
Haven eleven, Yale cannot equal Prince- 
ton at a kicking contest. At the same time 
Yale will probably be able, from previous 
record, to put up a stronger line play than 
Princeton, both on defense and offense, 
and this superiority should mean that 
Yale’s short gain tactics, using a _ great 
variety of guard, tackle, and end-back 
plays, should prove a heavy element in her 
favor. Shevlin, Hogan, and Glass form a 
line gaining trio that ought to make heavy 
inroads on the Princeton line, and that 
ought to counterbalance McClave, Foulke, 
and Hart of Princeton. On the other hand 
Princeton’s superiority in ends, very likely 
will offer several opportunities for good 
end gains, and also will cut down Yale’s 
chances for consistent running back of 
punts, Yale’s most partisan supporters are 
not claiming more than a small and very 
close score, 

Contrary to all expectations and prece- 
dents, the Princeton eleven was sent 
through two hard halves of _ practice 
against the scrub yesterday. The whole 
undergraduate body, with the band of the 
First Regiment of Philadelphia, marched 
to the field, singing the songs and giving 
the cheers that will be used to-morrow. 
The practice was very encouraging, and 
hopes have risen greatly as to the results 
against Yale. The ‘’Varsity scored six

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touch-downs against the second eleven, but | 
the scrub was very light. The interference 
was perfect and got started quickly. Every 
man was right in his place and shielded 
the runner like a stone wall. It was due to 
this that several long end runs were made. 
Foulke got loose around the right end, and, 
protected by tine interference, ran fifty 
yards, and was finally pushed out of 
bounds. He also made two runs of twenty 
yards each and another of thirty. The 
most spectacular play, however, was 8S. Mc- 
Clave’s touch-down from the kick-off. He 
ran straight up the field, shielded by a 
regular V-shaped interference. On the 
next kick-off he ran the bail back another 
fifty yards. Pearson showed good judg- 
ment in running back punts. 

In a scrimmage Pearson had a finger 
knocked out of joint, but unless a swelling 
sets in he will be in shape for the game. 
Capt. Davis is still troubled with a bruised 
back, and played only one half. Crawford, 
a substitute, filled the place. For his first 
time on the ‘Varsity, he played a fine 
game. The line was strong on both the of- 
fense and defense. They charged evenly 
and low and made wide openings for the 
backs. Only once did the scrub gain its 
five yards against the line. The line-up to- 
morrow will be: Left end, Davis; left 
tackle, Brown; left guard, Bradley; cen- 
tre, Short; right guard, Dewitt; right 
tackle, Reed; right end, Henry; quarter 
back, Pearson; left half back, Hart; right 
half back, Foulke; full back, R. McC ‘lave. 

It was a sad tale that the Harvard 
coaches had to tell after yesterday’s prac- 
tice. The first team was scored on 7 the 
scrub through straight-line plunging, being 

ushed back from their own forty-yard 
ine. The coaches stormed and raged in 
their effcrts to brace the ‘Varsity, but 
slowly and surely the big men dropped 
back and the second team carried the ball 
over the line. What made the outlook still 
more gloomy was when the ‘Varsity ad- 
vanced the ball as far as the threc-yard 
line they were held for downs as they were 
by the Pennsylvanians last Saturday. The 
’Varsity scored twice during the game, but 
both were made on long end runs. Prac- 
tically no gains were made on line plunging 
and the tackles’ back formation failed to 

make a yard. 

The Carlisle Indians will go against the 
University of Pennsylvania to-morrow 
with their eleven, in the weakest condition 
it has been this season. The condition of 
the best Indian players is discouraging. 
Johnson's shoulder, which has bothered him 
all season, is in bad shape; Yarlett has 
been in the hospital since last Saturday, 
Bradley is suffering from a severe musc ‘le 
bruise, Beaver is crippled badly, Capt. Will- 
jams has a bruised hip, Lubo practically¥ as 
but the use of one arm, Exendine a severely 
wrenched shoulder joint, and Sheldon a 
twisted knee. Sanook Phillips, White, and 
the Eskimo, Schouchuk, are the only play- 
ers in good shape. The loss of Mariila 
Wheelock, who has gone to his Wisconsin 
home with weak lungs, is a sad blow to -he 
team, 

The Annapolis ’Varsity team still con- 
tinues the good work which has marked the 
practice this week, except that fumbles 
were a bit numerous yesterday and the 
scrubs were able to score twice on account 
of these accidents. The ’Varsity scored 
two touch-downs against the scrubs, and 
Strassberger dropped a goal from the 30- 
yard line. John Rodgers, one of the scrubs 
at left tackle, afforded a few moments’ 
amusement to the spectators at yesterday’s 
practice. Rodgers got the pigskin on a 
fumble, and as quick as a flash he was off 
with it toward the ’Varsity’s goal. Nota 
man of the regulars was near him, nor did 
he look behind to see if any of them was 
after him until he had run sixty-five yards 
—, safely planted the leather behind the 
posts. 

Columbia's lack of available ends brought 
out three new candidates yesterday. They 
were Boehm, who played on the scrub dur- 
ing the greater part of last Fall; Kohn, a 
sprinter and a member of the track team, 
and Vincent Lippe, one of the university's 
strong men, who played at the College of 
the City of New York. Goodman, quarter 
back, and Tomlinson, guard, were back at 
their old positions, and materially strength- 
ened the eleven. Smith, Weekes, and Erb 
did not play. The scrub scored one touch- 
down and the ’Varsity scored one, a show- 
ing that does not augur well for to-mor- 
row’s game with Ambherst. Students in 
Morningside Heights are worried over the 
contest with the Massachusetts team. 
Amherst held Harvard to 6—0, and is com- 
ing to town in full confidence of winning. 

The Cornell coaches were obliged to let 
up in the severe work of the Cornell eleven 
yesterday because of the fear that many 
of the players have gone stale. The whole 
eleven has the appearance of being over- 
trained. It is believed that rest is the 
most beneficial thing. The work consisted 
of long blackboard exercises in which 
formations were carefully worked out, and 
brisk signal practice where candidates were 
told to put into operation the things they 
learned in exercise. Purcell, Hunt, Tyde 
man, and Lueder of the regular team were 
absent. 

The alumni of Syracuse University, of 
whom there are nearly 500 in New York, 
are taking great interest in the football 
game between Syracuse University and 
West Point to-morrow, and a large con- 
tingent will go up to West Point. The 
Syracuse team is more nearly matched with 
West Point than with any other team it 
has met this year, and a closely contested 
game is looked for. 

Considerable improvement was noticed in 
the work of the Fordham College eleven, 
despite the fact that a number of the regu- 
lar players were not in the line-up. Cur- 
ley, Robertson, Hand, and Glennon have 
not appeared since last Saturday’s game. 
Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn canceled 
her game with Fordham for to-morrow, 
but Pratt Institute has decided to fill the 
vacant date. 

Practice at New York University has 
been very light during the last few days. 
The team has been running together well, 
but a trifle slow. Two of the men have 
been laid off for a couple of days. Capt. 
Connelly and Half Back Draper still have 
slight injuries, but both will probably get 
into the union game. No trouble is_ex- 
pected with Rensselaer to-morrow. Lor- 
renz and Warren probably will play in 
Connelly and Draper's positions in this 
game. When the team lined up against 
Webb Academy last Wednesday the tackle 
back formation was used to good ad- 
vantage and several touch-downs were 
quickly scored

FAST TIME AT WASHINGTON. 


Track Records Were Beaten in Four 
Races, and Equaled in Two Others. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 13.—Record 
breaking became almost commonplace on 
the new Bennings race track to-day. Each 
of the six events produced a fast race, with 
new track records resulting in four con- 
tests, while the best previous time for the 
course was equaled in the remaining two 
races. The remarkably fast time was due 
to the great improvement made in the con- 
dition of the course, which now 1s all of 
three seconds faster than it was in the 
Spring, when the horses ran over a deep 
cushion of earth and sand. The fact that 
the horses racing here now are somewhat 
better than at former meetings has helped 
to the making of faster time. 

The sport to-day was thoroughly inter- 
esting, the finishes being well contested 
in most cases, while the results were un- 
usually satisfactory to the betting crowd 
as three post favorites and two well-backed 
second choices were returned winners, In 
the opening race a skillfully planned coup 


just failed. The horse White Ghost, who 
was to have been the medium of this 
“ killing,”” was backed at odds that were 
as long as 100 to 1 at the opening of the 
betting. White Ghost ran well enough to 
have won, but the coup went wrong be- 
cause of the horse getting away last, and 
though he closed to second place, _—_ 
Bey managed to beat him. In the hi 
weight handicap the Goughacres Stebie's 
fast horse Dublin took up 140 pounds and 
making most of the running won easily in 
time that constituted a new record for a 
mile and sixty yards.

In free-and-easy fashion it was 
promised by all the oracles that liquida- 
tion was going to be forced on a new 
tremendous scale. Actually what came 
to pass was that the bears kept in full 
their promise to make an attack as 
fierce as they were capable of, but there 
they ended—for, with few exceptions, 
there was no sign of new liquidation in- 
duced in any part of the market. 

Virtually every holder and owner of 
stecks who could be scared has already 
been scared. Campaigning along that 
line would seem to have reached its vic- 
timizing limit. And aside from the hip- 
podroming of scarecrows, not one sg 
curity market bear “ argument ”’ is there 
anywhere.

THE LATE RAID. 


The raid on the market in the concluding

WILL NOT CHEAPEN 
SUBWAY STATIONS 


Rapid Transit Board Disapproves 
Mr. Belmont’s Suggestion. 


No Station at 104th Street—Astor Ten- 
ants’ Claims Scaled—Pipe Galleries 
to Brooklyn—Federal Vaults. 


Among the incidents of interest at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Rapid Transit 
Commission was the reading of a letter 
from August Belmont, who demanded that 
the cost of subway stations be decreased. 
As President of the Rapid Transit Con- 
struction Company, he said that there was 
no need of placing fancy tiling or,enameied 
brick in the station spaces that would be 
covered with advertisements. Mr. Belmont 
stated in his letter that the contractor had 
overestimated the cost of decorating sub- 
Way stations. In reference to the request 
for a decrease in the expenditures in this 
direction, Chief Engineer W. B. Parsons 
told the commission that he had brought 
down the cost of stations to the minimum, 
that the contract provided for the use of 
handsome finishings, and that he had in- 
‘ formed Mr. Belmont of his unwillingness to 
do away with such decorations as would 
make the stations as beautiful, for ‘in- 
stance, as the Grand Central Station, 
“though not so ornate, perhaps.” 

President Orr interrupted the engineer 
with the remark that he thought the deco- 
rations in the Sixtieth Street! Station a 
trifle elaborate. Mr. Parsons replied that 
there has been no waste beyond the re- 
strictions provided in the original specifi- 
cations. Mayor Low, who was present as 
an ex-officio’ member of the commission, 


remarked that the stations ought to be 
tiled all over, regardless of advertising 
Spaces, as tiling or enamel alone would 
make sure the cleanliness of the walls. 

The commission, although it took no for- 
mal vote, instructed Mr. Parsons to tell 
Mr. Belmont that the stations would have 
to be decorated according to the contract. 
it was stated that such a change as Mr. 
Belmont suggested would save many thou- 
sands of dollars for the construction com- 
pany. 

Another demand in the Belmont letter 
Was that the city come up to the mark in 
its agreement to furnish easements at Park 
Avenue and Forty-second Street. In an- 
Swer to this, Controller Grout explained 
that the matter would be settled to the 
contracting company’s satisfaction, and the 
auditor of the Finance Department prob- 
ably had delayed the payment because of a 
delayed bond issue. 

Reference was made in the letter of Mr. 
Belmont to the difficulties experienced in 
‘ obtaining consents of property owners for 
the right to tunnel through the block of 

rivate property between Eighth and Ninth 

treets, west of Fourth Avenue. In the dis- 
cussion that followed the reading of the 
letter it was mentioned that, in accordance 
with a private agreement, John Wana- 
maker wag to have the option of choosing 
between ternative plans of the station 
nearest his drygoods store, at Tenth Street 
and Fourth Avenue. 

Chief Engineer Parsons said that, if Mr. 
Wanamaker should choose the more ex- 
pensive plan, he (Mr. Wanamaker) would 
pay the difference in cost, amounting to 
some thousands of dollars. When asked 
about this matter after the meeting Mr. 
Parsons said it was a private matter, and 
he would not talk of it. It was understood 
that the agreement, whatever it was, had 
been made between Mr. Belmont and Mr. 
Wanamaker. 

The report of the committee about the 
Astor property at Broadway and Forty- 
second Street showed that the trustees df 
the Astor estate had demanded more money 
than the Commissioners wanted to pay for 
the privilege of tunneling under the site. 
It appeared that a Mrs. Lurch leased the 
plot for $15,000 a year. To various sub-ten- 
ants she let out different parts of the 
building, realizing a total annual rental of 
$22,500. When the committee conferred 
with the lessee and the sub-lessees it was 
found that the former wanted $32,000, and 
the latter demanded a total of about $100,- 
000. The committee reported that a fair 
payment would be a total of $29,690 to all 
the tenants. The report was adopted. 

Chief Engineer Parsons’s request for a 
raise of salary for some of his staff was 
acted upon favorably. Among the in- 
creases were those of several assistant en- 
gineers from $2,200 to $2,750 a vear. 

A letter from the Mayor on the subject 
of the Times Building fire was read next. 
Fire Commissioner Sturgis’s report, stating 
that the flames had started in the subway 
adjoining the building, was inclosed. 

After the Fire Commissioner’s statement 
and that of the Fire Marshal had been 
read, Secretary Burrows read a report of 
Mr. Parsons, who stated that Inspector E. 
C. Smoth said the fire originated in the 
cellar of the building rather than in the 
tunnel. On the building’s side of the tem- 
,0rary wooden partition, according to the 

nspector, there was evidence of fire im- 
mediately after the fatal smoke had dis- 
pppeared. whereas there was nothing to 
indicate the ravages of flames on the tun- 
nel side of the partition. With Mr. Par- 
Sons's report, was one submitted by Albert 
Carr, First Division Engineer of the sub- 
Way. He, too, said there was no trace of 
fire on the tunnel side of the partition. 

Mayor Low called attention to the di- 
vergence of opinions expressed in the re- 
ports of the Fire Department and those 
of the engineer. He moved that the latter 
be referred to Commissioner Sturgis. The 
commission agreed to this. 

In the letter, through which Contractor 
McDonald asked to do away with the sta- 
tion at One Hundred and Fourth Street 
and Central Park West, it was stated that 
the advantages of such a station would be 
disproportionate to the expense involved. 
Mr. Parsons supported this contention, and 
the station was ordered wiped off the tun- 
nel map. 

Secretary Burrows reported that the con- 
tractor of the tunnel asked a_ requisition 
of $698,000 for October work. The amount 
Was approved by unanimous vote. Up to 
date the total amount paid to the con- 
tractor has been $21,941,000. 

Controller Grout made a motion that the 
Chief Engineer be told to prepare alter- 
native plans, one to provide for pipe gal- 
leries along the Broadway division of the 
Brooklyn tunnel. Mr. Parsons will do this, 
and the Controller thinks that the city may 
be able to spend the money necessary for 
having the galleries built simultaneously 
with the tunnel extension. 

In reference to the invasion of Federal 
vaults near the Post Office, A. B. Board- 
man, one of the commission’s lawyers, re- 
ported that Secretary Gage, before he re- 
tired from the Treasury portfolio, had re- 
fused to grant to the commission a per- 
petual right of way through the space oc- 
cupied by these vaults, saying there was 
no precedent for such a grant, but that the 
Government, in all probability, would never 
revoke its temporary grant. 

President Orr thought. he said, that it 
Was unreasonable for the Government to 
refuse to give up something it had never 
known it owned until the commission told 
it so. Mr. Shepard proposed that another 
attempt to secure a permanent grant be 
made in the next Congress. In the last 
session Senator Piatt-and a Representative 
did all they could to get the permit. and 
it was they who received Secretary Gage’s 
ultimatum on the subject. 


INSTITUTE OF SOCIAL SERVICE. 


Officers Elected and Departments Es- 
tablished at a Meeting at Miss 
Helen Gould’s House. 


The last meeting of the Organizing Com- 
mittee of the American Institute of Social 
Service was held on Wednesday afternoon 
at the city home of Miss Helen Miller 
Gould, for the election of officers. Those 
present were Warner Van Norden, Richard 
Watson Gilder, William B. Howland, Mor- 
nay Williams, Washington Choate, Josiah 
Strong, W. H. Tolman, Miss Gould, Miss M. 
Carey Thomas, President of Bryn Mawr; 
Miss Mary E. Woolley, President of Mount 
Holyoke; Mrs. Mary Lowe Dickinson, Miss 
Grace H. Dodge, Mrs. W. H. Tolman, and 
the Right Hon. Horace Plunkett of Ireland. 
Chairman Van Norden presided. The fol- 
lowing officers were unanimously elected: 


President—Josiah Strong. 
Vice Presidents—Abram 8. Hewitt and Warner 


Wan Norden. 
Director—W. H. Tolman. 
Treasurer—Spencer Trask. 
Recording Secretary—E. A. McAlpin, Jr. 
Finance Committee—W. R. Corwine, Spencer 
Trask, and Warner Van Norden. 


Among the first official acts of the insti- 
tute was the election of Mr. Plunkett as a 
collaborator of the institute. 

The American Institute of Social Service 
will consist of forty men and women, who 
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in the President and in the Director. On 
the recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee, distinguished students of social sub- 
jects may be elected for one year by the 
institute as collaborators of the institute; 
the number of collaborators will be limited 
to fifty. Men and women who are distin- 
guished for their public services, or who 
are known to be deeply interested in social 
and industrial betterment, may be elected 
by the institute for one year as associates, 
which number of associates is to be limited 
to 100, . 

The institute formally established the fol- 
lowing departments: Bureau of informa- 
tion, investigation, illustration, publication, 
legislation, the lecture bureau, training 
school for social Secretaries, library and ar- 
chives, the department of security, persoral 
study and research, international relations, 
relations with other societies James H. 
Hyde was the unanimous choice of the in- 
stitute for Chairman of the department of 
international relations. 

The object of the American Institute of 
Social Service is social and industrial bet- 
terment. It is practically the enlargement 
and extension of the League for Social 
Service, organized by Josiah Strong and 
W. H. Tolman in 1898, under the Treasurer- 
ship of Spencer Trask. The present head- 
quarters of the institute are 237 Fourth 
Avenue, near Twenty-third Street. 


FRENCH INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITY. 


Prof. Germain Martin Tells of Its Great 
Achievements in the Ejight- 
, eenth Century. 


Prof, Germain Martin of the University 
of Paris, who has come to this country as 
the first lecturer of the Federation of the 
Alliance Francaise in the United States, de- 
livered yesterday, under the auspices of the 
Romance Department, at Columbia Univer- 
sity, a lecture in French on “ The French 
Industries in the Eighteenth Century.” 
Prof. Germain Martin said in part: 

“In their travels through France, for- 
eigners are often astonished to find that 
in every city they visit whole parts of the 
town were built in the eighteenth century. 
The reason is that at this time the com- 
mercial and industrial activity of France 
was at a height which it has perhaps never 
equaled since. It was the time when 
France was colonizing part of the great 
country in which I have to-day the honor of 
speaking. 

‘Nor was this enterprising spirit appar- 
ent only abroad; in the interior of France 
itself it was, if anything, still greater, and 
in order to be convinced of it we need but 


to number the new factories then started, 
the number of new articles then first man- 
ufactured. There was no one in France 
who considered himself above this task. 
Lafayette, who gave in both continents 
such an illustrious example of his generous 
activity, did not scorn giving his attention 
to industrial affairs also. He started a 
weaving and spinning mill on his estate to 
the end that his farmers, who had a great 
number of sheep, might utilize their wool. 
And, after him, Mme. de Lafayette her- 
self pursued the realization of this design, 
which does honor to the philanthropy of 
both. 

‘Buffon, the author of the ‘“ Natural 
History,’ engaged very actively in perfect- 
ing the blacksmiths’ forges in the region 
where he lived. He studied the melting of 
metals and minerals, and, if this enter- 
prise instead of giving him any pecuniary 
profit cost him indeed considerable money, 
at least the result he looked for was at- 
pained. He advanced the science of metal- 
urgy. 

“After the high nobility might be named 
the servants who made it possible for the 
factory of Sévres to reach so high a per- 
fection in the manufacture of porcelain— 
Reaumur, for instanee. Vaucausson, fa- 
mous for his automatons, made important 
improvements in the manufacture of silk 
in the great mills of Lyons. 

“The eighteenth century thus allows us 
to follow the train of thoughts and of ideas 
which, with exceptional intensity, were 
then current both in the political and eco- 
nomical domains. Electricity was guessed 
at and all but discovered; for the first time 
an automobile vehicle was seen upon the 
roads. In fine the eighteenth century was 
directly responsible for most of the progress 
of the nineteenth century.” 


WIFE NOT RECONCILED. 


Justice McLean Tried to Induce Dr. 
Broder and Mrs. Broder to Live 
Together Again. 


Having heard testimony in the separation 
case of Dr. Julius Broder against his wife, 
Justice McLean tried in vain yesterday to 
aid in reconciling the couple. The doctor 
charges that his wife, who is much larger 
than he, beat him, poured hot soup on him, 
and otherwise made his life unendurable. 

At the end of the testimony the plaintiff's 
lawyer suggested to the court that it was a 
case in which there ought to be a reconcil- 
iation. He asked that Justice McLean help 
to bring about such an end of the trouble, 
and the Justice, after saying he would be 
giad to do so if he could, called the doctor 
to the bench and talked to him. The doctor 
was smiling when he returned to his seat 
beside his lawyers. Then the wife was 
called up, and she, although not radiant, 
appeared to be in a peaceful mood at the 
end of the consultation. 

Out of the courtroom trobped the opposing 
lawyers with their clients, the Justice hav- 
ing adjourned the case to give time for a 
settlement. In a short while, however, the 
doctor and his wife came back as gloomy 
as ever. They said they could not patch it 
up, and the Justice took the papers in the 
case under advisement. 


DR. STEWART’S RESIGNATION. 


Bellevue Hospital, Trustees Adjourn 
Stormy Meeting After a Tie Vote 
Without Taking Definite Action. 


The Board of Trustees of Bellevue Hos- 
pital had a long and warm discussion yes- 
terday afternoon over the resignation of 
Dr. George T. Stewart, Superintendent of 
Bellevue. Nothing definite was done about 

, and the matter went over until the 
next meeting, which will probably take 
place Tuesday. Meantime Night Superin- 
tendent M. J. Rickard is Acting Superin- 
tendent and may get the permanent po- 
sition, for which he is supported by half 
the Trustees. 

Dr. John W. Brannan, President of the 
board; James K. Paulding, Secretary; Miles 
Tierney, Marcus Stine, Thomas E. Teck, 
and Charities Commissioner Homer Folks 
were the members of the board present.
